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TARIFF BILL PROSPECTS | 


A DEMOCRATIO OAUCUS 
BE HELD TO-MORROW. 
SETTLEMENT OF PARTY DIFFERENCES 
AND THE PASSAGE OF THE BILL 
EXPECTED—SENATE DEAD-LOCK. 
WASHINGTON, May 24.—Although the 
Tariff bill has been laid aside in the House 
of Representatives since the close of ths 
general debate on Saturday last, the 
majority members of the Ways and 
Means Committee have not been taking 
any rest. They have been hard at work 
considering the numerous amendments sub- 
mitted by Democratic Representatives under 


the resolution adopted at the last party

cauens. So much progress has been made 
in this work that the committee will be 
ready to make its repert this week, and 
another caucus will, therefore, be 
held on Saturday evening. As every 
item of tau Tariff bill is the outcome of the 
most carefrl consideration by the commit- 
tee, its mersbers have not found it desirable 
to recommend many changes, and they will 
tell the caucus so. 

The Democrats are at a loss to understand 
the meaniny of the resort which has been 
spread broadcast this week to the effect 
that radical changes are to be made in the 
wool schedaée. It 1s possible that some 
slight chang-8 may be made in one or two 
of the paragraph : concerning woolen manu- 
factures, but the situation as to the free- 
wool clauses remains as it has been fromthe 
beginning. There will be no change or 
compromise a this subject, and if the bill is 
passed at ail it must be with the free-wool 
paragraphs. 

it is the present intention to submit such 
amendments as the committee favors to the 
caucus to be finally agreed to or rejected by 
that body. The difficulty in the way. of 
this programme is the danger that some 
amendment may give rise tea long debate 
and the House be treated to the spectacle 
of a running discussion in legislative ses- 
sion, With z. sort of sideshow debate going 
on at the same time in the Democratic 
paucus. The Ways and Means Committee 
expects, hewever, to find some way to pre- 
vent any such unfortunate occurrence. 
The Tariff si!l will be taken up again on 
Monday, to be debated line by line under 
the five-minute rule. For how many weeks 
it will last nobody kxows, but when the 
end does come th: supporters of the meas- 


ure expect to see it passed by a clear major- 
ity of the whole House.

Representative Sowden, upon his return 
to Washingtox from the Pennsylvania Con- 
vention, has unbosenmed himself to a re- 
porter, and he appears to be so indignant 


and reckless as to overstep the bounds of 
accuracy in his account of what happened 
to him at Harrisburg. He calls the conven- 
tion ‘a millionaire convention,” says that 
it was controlled by office holders, and that 
there were promises of patronage for Fed- 
eral support; that Mr. Scott posed as the 
reprssentative of the Administration, and a 
good deal more to the same effect, including 
a charge that gag law prevailed. Mr. Sow- 
den has only recently begun to object to 
Federal interference. Last Summer at 
Allentown, when the Federal oftice holders 
made a scandalous exhibition of themselves 
for Mr. Sowden’s friend Randall and com- 
pelled the Administration to accept a com- 
promise platform. he had no word of fault 
to find. Compared with the Allentown 
Convention that at Harrisburg, in respect 
to the number of office avlders present, was 
an innocent affair, and the négleét of the 
Republican papers in the State to make 
any poixt on the presence of office 
holders may ba taken as an_ indica- 
tion that they were not conspicuous. So 
far as the complaint about ‘‘ gag law” goes 
Mr. Sowden could not haves forgotten that 
he had ample opportwrit7, which he did not 
throw away, to be heard in the Committee 
on Resolutions, in which he and Mr. Dallas 
Sanders were voted down on every proposi- 
tion submitted by them. The convention 
knew what he wanted and was almost 
unanimous!y opposed to it, and it would 
have been a waate of time to encourage dis- 
cussion of the minority report, for the con- 
vention knew all s«vo0ut it and did not 
want it. lt was the general opinion at 
Harrisburg tiat Sowden had decided to 
run ‘“‘stzump” for Congress in the 
Berks-Lehigh district in the hopo of getting 
Republican support. Ermentront, who 
will be nominated, witt look for the Demo- 
cratic vote in Berks. If Sowden can get 
the Republican vote of the two counties he } 
will have trom 14,000 to 15,000 votes, but ; 
if Ermentrout gets the Democratic vote he 
will have 22,000 to 23,000. There is a 
chance that a Repxblican will run, in 
which case Sowden woald be “snowed 
under,” as the Democratic vote is large 
enough to divids anu yet elect. Mr. Sow- 
den’s complies sound like those of a des- 
perate man wk? has been discredited on 
every Land, and they are not likely to have 
any appreciable effect.

Most of to-day’s session of the Senate was 
behind leo%ad docrs, and as has been the 
ease all the week, no progress was made 
toward devidiag whether or not the fishery 
treaty with treat Britain shall be consid- 
ered with oven doors. The Democratic 
Senators wers as firin as ever in opposing 
Mr. Sherma«’s motion to take up the treaty 
in Open session and the Republicans did not 
have enough votes to carry the motion. 
Mr. Ha: had not sent on any re- 
quest to be paired, and Mr. Spooner 
was not in ths chamber. It is as- 
serted that M-: Spooner accidentally 
failed te vote on the day the motion for 
open sessi2as was firat defeated, and his ab- 
sence to-day caussd the report to spread 
that ne had jeined with Mr. Hale to defeat 
the will of his party colleagues. The Wis- 
consin Senate; could not: be found, but 
other Republicans denounced the report as 
untrue, and declared that the Maine Sena- 
tor was the only recalcitrant member of 
their party. The whole time was spent in 
useless talk and wrangling, during which 
Mr. Morgan, the leading Democrat 
on the Foreign . Relations Committee, 
plainly announced the Democratic pur- 
pose to filibuster and stave off public 
tronsideration of the treaty as long as pos- 
sible. Mr. Jones of Arkansas proposed that 
the’ usual adjournment from te-day over 
to Monday be taken, and on this the roll 
was called. The result was a tie, which, of 
course, defeated the motion, and this was 
the teet rote which showed what sort of a 
dead-lopk tne Senate was in. The Democrats 
have it in their powe1 to keep up the dead- 
lock until every Republican Senator is on 
band to vote against thom, and some of 
them are strongly in favor of doing. so. 
The whole business has become an un- 
dignified scuffle for party position, and the 

rospect is fair that it will bea long time 
Serore the treaty will be discussed on its 
merits.

The House took up to-day the Senate bill 
providing for a conference of delegates 
from the maritime powers to meet in this 


city to revise the international regulations 
concerning the rule of the road at sea, to 
prevent collisions in fogs, and to devise a 
new system of code signals to meet the re- 
quirements of modern steamships. After a 
brief discussion the Belmont bill was sub- 
stituted for the Senate measure. It was 
drawn in accordance with some suggestions 
by Secretary Witney, and provides that 
one of the five United States delegates shal* 
be an officer of the navy, and another an 
officer of the Life-Saving Service. The Sen- 
ate will undoubtedly accept the substitute, 


Before the Senate went into secret session 
to-day one of the visitors on the floor was 
ex-Senator Thomas C. Platt 6f New-York. 
He had previously heli along confidential 
chat wits Sunator Hiseock at the latter's 
hotel, and in the Senate he had something 
to say to Mr. Allison, Mr, Cullom, Mr. Sher. 
man, and other Presidential possibilities. 
Whot his errand was was not given out by 
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himself nor those with whom he talked, 
but after he had conversed for a long time 
with Mr. Farwell of Illinois some of those 
not in his confidence wondered if Mr. Platt’s 
visit had anything to do with the Gresham 


boom in Illinois.

The international copyright project was 
helped along to-day by the action of the 
Judiciary Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The committee decided to re- 
port the billrecently passed by the Senate 
instead of the House bill on the same sub- 
ect, so that if the bill passes it will not 


ave to be sent back to the Senate but can 
go to the President at once.

Acting Secretary Thompson has amended 
the regulations in regard to importations of 
paintings, statuary, and photographic pict- 
ures under section 2,508 of the Revised 
Statutes so as to provide that the importer 
of such articles shall make affidavit that 
the articles are imported in good faith ex- 
clusively for exhibition by an association 
legally authorized for the promotion and 
encouragement of science, art, or industry, 
and that they are not intended for sale. 
The amended regulations make the follow- 
ing additional provisions; 

“ The Collector of Customs may also, in any case, 
require either proofs to show that the sole object of 
the importation is for exhibition, and that none of 
the articles covered by the entry are intended for 
sale, and if guch evidence js not satisfactory free 
entry shonli be refused. The articles, after due 
entry, must be carefully examined and appraised, 
the duties ascertained, and a bond taken as pre- 
scribed by department regulations of Sept. 2, 1887, 
(Synopsis 8, 417,) conditioned that duties shall 
be paid to the United States on all the articles 
covered by the entry in case the same, or any 
portion thereof, are not exported within six months 
after the date of importation, the penalty of the 
bond in all cases to be double the amount of the 
duties, and the bond to be executed by the im- 
porter as principal, with two sureties, who, in the 
opinion of the Collector of Customs, are good and

BONDSMEN HAVE TO PAY. 


DEFAULTiING CASHIER BARTLETT'S MIS- 


DOINGS OUTLINED. 

CHARLESTON, 8.C., May 24.—A verdict 
for $10,000 was rendered to-day in the United 
States court*against the bondsmen of Charles FE. 
Bartlett, defaulting Cashier of the Sumter Na- 
tional Bank. The testimony in the case con- 
sumed two days and the arguments four hours. 
The jury reacaed a verdict in 10 minutes. The 
evidence shows that there was great inattention 
on the part of the bank Directors and that they 
had placea implicit confidence in Bartlett. 
There were 37 causes of action against him. 
He received in one case $32,000 as Teller, 
which he paid to himself as Cashier and 
stole as bookkeeper. He drew 31 fraudulent 
cheeks as Casnier of the Sumter Bank upon 
the National Mercantile Bank of New-York 
for amounts varying from $600 to $5,000 pay- 
able to the order of Henry Clews & Co., Latham, 
Alexander & Co. of New-York, and others on 
which he received the money by false entries in 
the bank’s books and forged indorsewents. On 
the trial the lawyers read the depositions of F. 
Bb, Schenck, Cashier of the Mercautile National 
Bank of New-York: Henry Clews and Charies 
M. Foster of the firm of Henry Clews & Co., 
bankers and cotton and grain commission 
merchants, fof New-York; Richard P. Salter 
of the firm oof Alexander, Latham «& 
Co., cotton and grain merchants, of New- 
York, and Henry P. RKusseii of the 
firm of Russell & Co. of New-York, showing that 
the checks mentioned in the complaint as fraud- 
ulent had been cashed, and that the money had 
been placed to the account of Bartlett and used 
in cotton and grain speculations. Bartiett had 
been swindling the bank since 1884. The entire 
capital of the bank was stolen, and the stock- 
holders will have to make good $84,457, the 
difference between the liabilities and assets of 
the bank, or, after losing their stock and sur- 
plus, they will have to put up $13,682, exclus- 
ive of $10,000 revovered against Bartlett's 
bondsmen to-day.

Second District--Convention at Havre de Grace. 
Seventy-five ballots were taken, with no nom- 
ipations made. Adjourned till to-morrow. 

Third Districl—Harry Willis Rusk of Baltimore 
renominated. There was no contest. 


Fourth Districi—Isidor Raynor of Baltimore re- 
nominated. No contest. 


Fifth Distrit—Barnes Compton of Lowell, 
— George's County, renominated; no con- 

est. 

Sixth District—-H. Kyd Douglas of Hagerstown 
nominated by acclamation. 

The Second District, where the most deter- 
mined contest is being made, is composed of 
Baltimore, Ceci!, Carroll, and Harford Counties, 
each of which presents a favorite son, and each 
has thus far cast its vote unvaryingly 
for him. The names before the conven- 
tion in the order of the counties are J. F. C. 
Talbott, George W. Cruikshank, Frank T. Shaw, 
the present representative, and Herman Stamp. 
Strong efforts were made to defeat Congressman 
Gibson, but he broke the two-term rule of his 
district and succeded in getting nominated for a 
third term. All the nominees are quite sure of 
election except Col. Douglass. He is in the 
Sixth District, which will certainly be carried 
again by Congressman Louis M. McComas.

SUMMARY MEXICAN JUSTICR. 
DURANGO, Mexico, May 24.—Troops near 


‘San Miguel de Mequital executed seven bandits 


Wednesday for a murder and a robbery com- 
mitted at a hacienda owned by an American 
named Muller. The robbers, assisted by some 
of the local peons, attacked the house while the 
family were partaking of supper. Mrs. Muller 
and her son, a school teacher, and Mr. Muller 
were present. The intention was only to kill 
Muller, for they snot him five times and then 
finished him with knives. After completing 
their supper the men searched the house and 
store for all the valuables that could be found. 


Mrs. Muller was dragged about roughly and 
compelled to shew where any valuables were 
kept. Seven of the murderers were arrested 
and the party started fur the Judge at San 
Miguel de Mequital. Butas ordinary trials are 
long, cost money, and are not always either 
profitable or satisfactory, these seven prisoners 
were given the short way to justice by the “ley 
de fuego,” thatis, they were allowed to try to 
escape, and inthis effort for freedum were all 
shot dead. In Mexico when any prisoner tries 
to escape an officer has the right to kill him on 
the spot The soldiers are in full pursuit of 
the others engaged In the robbery and murder, 
= _ is expected that all will be captured and 
illed. 

The authorities hore seem determined that 
Durango shall be free of this class of people if 
it takes one-third of all the inhabitants. The 
timbered mountains in the west of Durango 
have been for years a harbor for the worst class 
of menin Mexico, just as itis along the Rio 
Grande, and nothing but what is being done 
now can clear the country of such wen.

TO DIRECT THE DEMOCRATIO 
STATE COMMITIEE. 

A HARMONIOUS MEETING — PREPARA-» 
TIONS MADE FOR THE COMING CAM- 
PAIGN. 

The meeting of the Democratic State 
Committee, which was held last evening in 
the Hotfman House, was one of the most 
harmonious gatherings ever enjoyed by any 
similar body. The strife that it was thought 
might develop over the Chairmanship of 
the committee did not appear, and Edward 
Murphy, Jr., of Troy, who was Chairman of 
the committee last year, was unanimously 
elected Chairman of the new committee. 
Cord Meyer, Jr., the fair-haired commnittee- 
man from Maspeth, Long Island, was elected 
Secretary, succeeding William L. Muller, 
who discreetly declined to be a candidate. 
George S. Weed of Plattsburg was elected 
Treasurer. 

The committee did not meet until after 8 
o'clock. There was a good deal of caucus- 
ing during the day, the main result of which 
was to pave the way for the election of Mr. 
Murphy as Chairman. Ex-Mayor Grace 
was a conspicuous figure in most of these 
conferences. Latein the afternoon those 


committeemen who had arrived went to Mr. 
Murphy’s room and had an animated con- 
ference on the situation. The result of this 
was seen in the work of the committee. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. 
Murphy, who was elected temporary Cbhair- 
man at the first meeting of the committee. 
Hugh McLaughlin of Brooklyn, Lieut.-Gov. 
Jones, Subway Commissioner Gibbens, 
Aqueduct Commissioner Ridgway, Senators 
Cantor and Ives, and ex-Assemblyman 
James Oliver sat about the room watching

Upon the completion of the roll call _ D. 
Cady Herrick ot Albany arose and said that 
he had been somewhat annoyed at having 
been announced as a candidate for the 
Cha:rmanship of the committee, Nearly 
allthe inembers of the committee knew 
that he had not been a candidate and that 
he was not anxious for the honor. At the 
first meeting of the committee there had 
been a difference of opinion as to who should 
be elected Chairmar. Happily thers was 
now no dispute on the subject, and he took 
great pleasure in nominating Edward Mur- 
phy, Jr., of ‘Troy for the position of perma- 
nent Chairman of the committee. 

There was some applause when Mr. 
Herrick had concluded his remarks. 
Sheriff Grant put the motion on tHe elec- 
tion of Mr. Murphy. It ‘was carried unani- 
mously and the permanent Chairman re- 
turned his thanks in a very few words. 
Congresstaan W. Bourke Cockran moved 
that Cord Meyer, Jr., be elected Secretary 
of the committee. There was no objection, 
and Mr. Meyer was_ declared elected. 
Robert A. Maxwell, the Insurance Superin- 
tendent of the State, was nominated for 
‘Treasurer. The roll was called on this 
motion, and Mr. Maxwell was unanimously 
chosen to the office. He declined to serve, 
however, owing to the engrossing nature of 
his ofticial duties, and nominated George 8. 
Weed for the position. Mr. Weed was duly 
elected, not a negative vote being cast. 

There was some talk about the election of 
aclerk te the committes, but the matter 
was finally left with the Chairman. Mr. 
Herrick then submitted the following 
resolution and moved its adoption: ' 

Resolved, That the Chairman be authorized to ap- 

point an Executive Committee of seven members in 
addition to the Chairman and Secretary, who shall 
be ex-officio members, to conduct the details of the 
campaign in the State; and the Chairman ig empow- 
ered to appoint additional members to a number not 
exceeding four, as that committes may reques*, from 
persons not members of the State Committee, one of 
whom may be chosen Chairman. 


This resolution evoked some discussion. 
District Attorney Ridgway of Brooklyn 
thought that the Chairman alone should 
have the sole power of judging when it was 
necessary to increase the Executive Com- 
mittee. Mr. Cockran didn’t think the reso- 
lution properly limited the number of 
additional members, and William A. 
Poucher of Oswego agreed with him. Mr. 
Herrick, in explanation of the resolution, 
said that the members of the Executive 
Committee alone would know whether the 
campaign work was onerous at one time or 
another; therefore he had provided that the 
Executive Committee could suggest thatnet 
more than four additional members should 
be chosen to help alongin the work. Mr. 
Poucher sought to have the resolution 
amended in accordance with Mr. Cockran’s 
views, but the amendment was voted down 
by 15 to 19. Then Mr. Herrick’s resolution 
was adopted unanimously. 

Chairman Murphy then appointed Hugh 
J. Grant, William P. Mitchell, James W. 
Ridgway, D. Cady Herrick, Robert A. Max- 
well, Charles M. Preston, and Gen. Peter C. 
Doyle as the Executive Committee under 
Mr. Herrick’s resolution.” The Chairman, 
the Treasurer, and_the Secretary are ex- 
officio members. The Executive Commit- 
tee was empowered to appoint such clerks 
as may be necessary for the conduct of the 
campaign. Then the committee adjourned. 

Mr. Murphy was warmly congratulated 
on his election as Chairman. To a TIMES 
reporter he said: “I neet not say thatI 
will do allI possibly can for the success of 
the national candidates of the Democratic 
Party. As for the Governorship, that is too 
fur off. When the time comes that matter 
will no doubt be a prominent topic of dis- 
cussion.”

Burrato, N. Y., May 24.—It was Lord 
Dufferin, who, when visiting the great Falls of 


‘Niagara the last time before his return to Eng- 


land, suggested the idea of a great free park at tho 
Falls, the demolition of unsightly surroundings, 
the exile of extertionate hackmen and museum 
keepers, and the restoration of all that grand 
scenery toits pristine beauty.

Gzowski, Capt. McDonald, Mr, J. A. Orchard, 
and Mr. J. W. Langmuir, to have a map made of 
the territory surrounding the Falls with a view 
to its confiscation. New-York State outstripped 
her neighbor in doing her share to restore the 
greatest natural wonder on this continent. In 
1886 the work of appraisal and purchase of the 
property on tho Canadian side was begun, and 
#1D¢e that time a large force of men have been 
at work tearing down the weatherbeaten build- 
ings which lined the roadway, filling and under- 
draining the swampy places, cutiving away the 
underbrush, sodding the baaks, building cribs 
where the action of the whirling waters is 
invading the banks, laying out drives and walks 
and in divers other ways converting the entire 
118 acres, extending from the Clifton House 
two anda quarter miles up the river and back 
to the natural bluff, inte a land of enchantment. 
Under the direction of Mr. James Wilson, the 
Park Superintendent, the work has been pushed 
forward with all possible expedition, and is 
now well-nigh complete. 

The new Dominion pleasure ground was 
thrown open to the pubiic to-day, without the 
pageantry which usually attends eventa of so 
great significance, a8 a congratulatory offering 
to the sovereign Queen of Great Britain on the 
anniversary of her birth, and anoble gift it is, 
for there are few spots on earth where nature 
has been more prodigal of wonders or more 
lavish of majestic beauty than in the few miles 
of gorge, rock, and river extending from the 
Upper Cascades to the Whirlpool of Niagara. 

ne Canadian reservation is known as ‘‘ The 
Queen Victoria Niagara Falls Park,” and a 
grand military pageant is projected for Domin- 
ion Day there. ‘The main entrance is known as 
*“* Mowat Gateway,’ in honor ofthe statesman to 
whose efforts is due in no smali degree the recla- 
mation of the beautful region within, Turnstiles 
in this and other entrances keep an automatic 
registry of the number of visitors. Nearer the 
river bank is a less pretentious gateway, like- 
wise turnstiled, which gives access to the foot- 
path along the river bank. A gravelled car- 
Tiageway, 18 feet wide, raised above the general 
surface. and edged with small boulders, winds 
through the ark just far enough back 
from the river to save pedestrians 
trom the annoyance of dust. Loops from 
this drive approach close to the bank at two 
points where the view is espeeially fine, while 
the main driveway takes the course of the 
former roadway Just before passing the Museum 
building. Projecting platforms have been built 
to the verge of ths gorge, one at the point just 
opposite the lower end of the American Fall, 
and another about midway between the Amer- 
ican and the Horseshue Fall. A new hydraulic 
elevator, 90 feet high, has been erected to carry 
people to the bank below in the region of eternal 
spray. The ride,a guide, and an oil-cloth suit, 
cost 50 cents. This partof the reservation is 
known as the first division. Cedar Island, the 
group of Dufferin Islands, and the strip of main 
shore extending to the first stretch of still water 
above the Rapids, are known as the second divis- 
ion of the park, and for the privilege of wander- 
ingin this paradise of nature a nominal! fee of 10 
cents per individual, or 50 cents per carriage, 
whatever the number, is charged. 

This region has been transformed into a scene 
af enchanting beauty. The cost of the Queen 
Victoria Park was much leas than the Niagara 
reservation cost New-York. The land account 
Toots up $350,979 53 and other expensgs to 
Jan. 1 $54,404 46, leaving a balance on hahd of 
$165,109 65.

LIBERMAN G& OO’S HAILURE. 


THEIR LIABILITIES WILL REACH SEV- 
ENTY-FIVE THOUSAND DOLLARS. 

CuicaGo, May 24.—The liabilities of 
Henry Liberman & Co., furnishing dealers, who 
failed yesterday through, it 1s charged, the mis- 
appropriation of funds by Samuel D. Levy, the 
Managing partner, it is now believed will 
amount to about $75,000. F. F. Reed, attor- 
ney for Liberman, says the amount will not 
run above that figure, although an exact state- 
ment cannot yet be given. The larger of the 
liabilities arises from trust funds which Mr. 


Liberman held as Administrator of his father’s 
estate and as guardian for two childrep ofa 
deceased|prother. His liability as Administratoris 
$28,000, of which $10,000 was borrowed from bis 
mother. To the children $12,000 is owed, but 
these claims are said to be weil secured for their 
tull amount. Henry Rothsehild & Co. of New- 
York to-day filed a claim against the firm 
for $20,000 for goods. Felsenthal, Gross & 
Miller of this city have a claim of 
$25,000 fordiscounted paper, Oelterman & Dom- 
merick have a clgim for $2,000, Gruff & Co. 
for $325, the Illin National Bank for $9,947, 
A. Auffmerdt & Co. for $2,000, and Victor Ache- 
lis for $1,000. Attorney Reed said to-day that 
Levy woula be indicted for his operations with 
the funds of the firm, as the case againss 
him is considered strong enough. Levy is at 
large, however, at present and no trace 
has been secured of his whereabouts. He was 
not placed under arrest, although a rumor to 
the effect that he was in custody got abroad to- 
day. Mr. Reeé explains this state of things by 
saying that on Tuesday, when Levy returned 
from a trip East, the firm was so crowded by 
creditors’ claims that Levy was dropped in or- 
der to arrange the indebtedness so that the con- 
tidential creditors might be secured. 

Liberman keptoutof sightto-day. His friends 
say that heis greatiy overcome by the unfort- 
unate turn in his affairs, and no plans are on 
foot to start the firm up again. “The amount of 
Levy’s misappropriation of the funds of Lieber- 
man & Co. may not reach the estimates putupon 
it yesterday by the bookkeeper of the concern. 
Lawyer Reed figures it in the neighborhood of 
$15,000, while the bookkKeeper’s estimate was 
about three times that sum. , 
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FAILURE OF A BROKER.

PRINCE HENRY AND PRINCESS 
IRENE MADE ONE. 

THE CEREMONY ATTENDED BY EMPEROR 
FREDERICK AND THE DOWAGER EM- 
PRESS—THE KAISER’S CONDITION. 

BERLIN, May 24.—The marriage ceremony 
of Prince Henry, second son of Emperor Freder- 
ick, and Princess Irene, third daughter of 

Grand Duke Ludwig of Hesse, was solemnized in 

the chapel of Charlottenburg Castleto-day. All 

the belis of Charlottenburg were rung at noon to 

announce that the ceremony had begun, and a 

salute of 36 guns fired at 12:30 announced that 

the bride and bridegroom had exchanged rings. 

Both Emperor Frederick and the Dowager 

Empress Augusta were present during tho 

csremony. Prince Henry ahd the Crown 

Prince were dressed in naval uni- 

form. Thousands of people were 

assembled outside the castic. When the aged 

Gen. von Moltke arrived he was enthusiastical- 

ly greeted by the multitude. The bride and 

bridegroom are first cousins and are grand- 
children of Queen Victoria of England, Princess 


Irene being the daughter of the late Princess 
Alice. 


Before the ceremony the royal famiiy assem- 
bled in the Blue Drawing Room, where the Em- 
press affixed the Princess’s crown upon the 
bride’s head, using a gold toilet service present- 
ed by the Czar Alexander I. to Queen Louisa. 


Count Stolberg having registered the marriage, 
the procession started for the chapel. Count 
Radolinski led, followed by the bridal quae, 
the Grand Duke of Hesse, escorting the 
press; the Prince of Wales, escorting the Crown 
Princess; the Crown Prince, escorting Grand 
Duchess Elizabeth, (the wife of Grand Duke 
Sergius of Russia and sister of ths bride,) and 
others. The floor of the chapel was cov- 
ered with Persian carpets, and the walls 
were suitably decorated. The Empress 
stood at the right of the altar and 
the Grand Duke of Hesso at the left. The 
Dowager Empress, in widow’s weeds, was 
wheoled in from'a aide deor. The couple stepped 
up to her and kissed her hand, bowing low. the 
choirin the meantime singing a hymn. Then 
the Emperor, in the uniform of a Grand 
Marshal, walked in erect, with a firm 
gait and movement. He allowed _sihis 
eyes to wander over the  aasembled 
company, smiling and bowing graciously. Ap- 

roaching. his mother, he bowed low and kissed 
her band, and then seated himself beside the 
Empress. Altogether it was an impressive and 
touching scene. 

The ceremony now began. Chaplain Koegel 
delivered an eloquent sermon, in the course 
of which he referred tothe Empress and Queen 
Victoria. Toward the end of the sermon the Em- 
peror rose, leaning upon his sword, and remained 
standing during the rest of the ceremony. 
The choir oy an anthem by Sir Arthur Sulli- 
van. Prince Henry’s “ Yea” resounded through 
the chapel. Princess [rene’sresponse was given 
timidly and in alow tone. At the close of the 
ceremony the bridal couplo approached the 
Emperor, who, deeply moved, held his sin in 
his arms and repeatedly kissed him on the cheek 
and brow. His Majesty congratulated the 
Princess Irene in the heartiest manner. The 
Empresas and others then offered coagratula- 
tions and the chapei was soon emptied. 

The bride, Princess Irene of Hesse, wore a low 
necked dress, trimmed with large “diamonds, 
and a large necklace set with diamonds. 
She held a fan set with diamonds. Her 
breast ornaments, which were diamonés, 
and her braceleta were all ancient royal 
jewels. The Empress was dressed in pale green 
silk, witha plastron of silver brocade and 
a pale blue silk train. She wore o aplendid 
diadem of diamonds, white feathers, Kiviere 
diamonds on her neck, and carried a botquet of 
orchids, The Crown Princess was dressed in 
white, decorated with the Russian Order of St. 
Catherine. The Emperor exhibited much 
emotion when bidding the couple farewell. 
The Grand Duke of Hesse has been 
made a Commander in the German Army. 
The presents and bridal dress had been exhibited 
for a few days at Darmstadt. Count Herbert 
Bismarck was present. During the ceremony 
the Emperor did not cough or show asign of 
Aiscomfort or weakness. Dr. Mackenzie was 
lear at hand and kept a watchtul eye upon him. 
The Castle of Augustenberg at Kiel has been 
prepared for the residence of the couple after 
the honeymoon. 

Prince Henry and his bride left the Charlot- 
tenburg station by a special train at 3 o’clock 
for Erdmannsdorf, where they will spend the 
honeymoon. They were cheered by the people 
all along the route from the castle to the station. 

The Emperor rested better last night than he 
has on auy night since his arriual at Charlotten- 
burg. He slept without coughing for periods of 
three bours. He went into the park at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 

The Emperor felt somewhat fatigued after 
the wedding, and remained indoors for some 
time. In the afternoon he drove about the park 
in a pony @haise for an hourandahalf. He re- 
tired to bed at 8 P. M. The discharge of pus 
from the Emperor’s throat is visibly decreasing. 

The Emperor is expected to go to Potsdam 
next week, and at the end of July to Homburg. 
Dr. Mackenzie thinks the Homburg air is espe- 
cially favorable to his patient.

A NOBLE SPEECH BY LOUISIANA’S RE- 
ELECTED SENATOR. 
New-OrLEANS, May 24.—Upon the result 
of the vote for Senator being declared in joint 
session of the Legislature at Baton Rouge to- 
day Gen. Gibson was invited to address the 
body. In the course of his remarks he said: 
“FELLOW CITIZENS: There never was a people 
who, by the heat of a tremendous civil conflict, 
were so fused together as the people of the 
United States. Itistrue that here and there 


are to be found a man,a camp follower during 
the war periiaps, or a demagogue, s0me man 
brave in bravado, some man who never wore 
@ uniform nor carried a musket, who would 
make you believe that the Northern people were 
bent on humiliating the people of the South, 
and that they distrust and despise them. TFel- 
low-citizens, this is not true. The people of the 
Northern States, in my judgment, are anxious 
and willing to recognize the people of the South 
as their fellow-countrymen. I believe they are 
proud to do it. Fellow-citizens, what are the 

roofs of their sentiments in that respect? You 

egin to see capital and immigration flowing 
into the Southern States; you witness a new birth 
of industrial development throughout the South. 
The waste places are made to blossom as the 
rose, and a land but a few years ago devastated 
by fire and the sword, torn by civil dissensions, 
now smiling in peace and plenty and gladdened 
by a prosperity that springs. from sober indus- 
try, from careful thrift, and from generous and 
brave endeavor, not only in the flelds of agri- 
culture, manufactures, mining, and commerce, 
but of science and letters. Not only are we pre- 
paring to convert our wood and iron. our leather 
and wool, and our cotton into manufactures of 
utility and beauty, but our people our rapidly 
extending their public school system and build- 
ing up great universities that already attract 
the attention and admiration of American 
scholars. 

“Fellow-citizens, this is our Union, our Con- 
stitution, and if I could do anything in my pub- 
lic career to bring the hearts and sympathies 
of the Southern people to cherish the Union and 
the Constitution I would feel that my task bad 
not been in vain. To give peace and concord to 
the greatest continuous empire in the 
world is an undertaking that would 
ennoble the efforts of the hignest genius 
and obtain pardon for the _ efforts of 
the Meanest understanding. It is true 
that the Constitution has been changed, and that 
slavery has been abolished in the organic law of 
the land. It is true, fellow-citizens, that the 

rinciples of secession have been eliminated 
rom this structure of the Federal Constitution. 
Ithink the wisest and best thing is for the South- 
ern people to make up their minds that they 
wili accept in good faith the amendments to the 
Constitution of the United States, which we 
have all sworn to support. How could we 
asmen of honor do otherwise? There is the 
alternative of révolution. What would you 
think of the descendanta of the men who fol- 


‘lowed the fortunes of the house of Stuart in 


England if they refused allegiance to-day to the 
house of Hanover and the British Queena? What 
would you think of the Germans who, after the 
consolidation of the empire by the genius of Bis- 
marck, were to disavow their allegiance 
and take up arms against the German 
Government? Or what would be thought of 
® countryman of Cavour, whose genius united 
all Italy, if now he should take up arms against 
the Italian Government? So the men who stood 
by the Confederacy, who risked their lives and 
fortunes for that cause, may now be true and 
loyal to the Constitution of the United States 
and its amendmenta, and to the fortunes of the 
Union, whether they shall be good or evil.”

When asked if 
he would accept the position he replied: ‘Of 
course I shall accept. In fact, I might say I 
have already accepted. [ instructed friends of 
wine who were on the ground to accept 
for me if the cenditions were favorable, 
and asthe election was unanimousI have no 
doubt that they didso. I have not yet handed 
in a formal resignation, and I don’t know that it 
will be necessary to do so. I had a perfect un- 
derstanding with Dr. Anderson that I should ac- 
cept if chosen, and [ telegraphed President 
Bright from New-York last night that I had been 
elected. The factis that I must goto Union. [ 
was graduated there and taught there for years. 
My children were born there and my wife died 
there, and my whole heart is in the village and 
its future. I cannot say whether I shail remain 
in Rochester through the Summer, but of course 
I shall not leave before the close of the term.” 

It is probable, in view of so important a va- 
cancy, that ali action on Dr. Anderson’s resigna- 
tion from the Presidency of.Rochester Univer- 
sity, which the doctor has threatened from time 
te time owing to increasing years, will be de- 
ferred at least another year. Prof. Webster is 
extremely yore in this city and among the 
students of the untversity, and his departure 
will occasion sincere regrot. 
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THAT TEXAS OYOLONE.. 
BoNHaM, Texas, May 24.—Latest ac- 
counts from the Brookston cyclone confirm first 
reports as te the damage at the town of Brooks- 
ton, but state that the damage is local, only 
ons other town being in the track of the storm. 
This was the village of Ambia in Lamar County, 


10 miles from Brookston. The storm when 
reaming Ambia appeared to have lost a great 
deal of its force, but being accompanied by an 
unprecedentes hailstorm all the glass was 
broken from windows, and fowls and stock were 
driven before the wind, in many instances be- 
ing killed. Martin & Campbell’s store was car- 
ried from its foundation and almost broken in 
two. Mr. Martin and a man named York, who 
were in the store, barely escaped with their 
lives. The only death, so far as heard from, is 
that of the colored woman at Brookston men- 
tioned in yesterday’s dispatches. The five or 
six injured persons, it is thought, will recover. 

Prof. Cooper’s school at Brookston was in ses- 
sion. Seventy-five or eighty boysand girls were 
in the building, and when they saw the inky 
black cloud approaching they ran from the 
pbuilding and managed to get off the track of 
the storm just before the schoolhouse was torn 
to pieces. The storm seemed to have risen about 
four miles northwest of Brookston and to have 
passed in a southeast direction. Its entire 
course was about 16 miles, when it appeared to 
rise and spread out and lose its force. Its track 
in its widest place was 300 yards. Every vestige 
of fencing and crops in its course was totaliy 
destroyed. A careful estimate of the damage 
cannot be made, but it will closely approximate 
$100,000. 


WELLINGTON, Kan., May 24.—A cyclone 
struck the town of Argonia, afew miles west of 
this city, about 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
cutting a wide swath through the thickest 
settled portion of the place. Among the build- 
ings destroyed are the Methodist church, Palace 
Hotel, and a considerable number of stores and 
dwellings. No fatalities are reported, but sey- 
eral persons were severely injured by flying 
timber and aépbris.

ITS OCORNERSIONE LAID IN 
A DREENOHING RAIN. 

THE PRESIDENT AND MANY DISTIN- 
GUISHED PRELATES PRESENT—POPE 
LEO’S THANKS TO MISS CALDWELL. 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Despite the down- 
fall of rain, which has been incessant since last 
night, the programme for the ceremonies at the 
laying of the cornerstone of the new Catholic 
university at Brooks Station, just outside of 
Washington, was carried out this afternoon, 
with the omission of a few details made neces-, 
sary by the severe storm. The service 
were to begin at 4 o’clock, but as early 
as 12 o’clock special trains began unloading 
visitors at the station, and this was kept up at 
20 minute intervals for four hours. A great 
many people drove out from the city in car- 
riages, but hundreds left the grounds before 
the ceremonies began, as the rain was drenching 
every one and everything. When the ceremonies 
began, however, there was a throng of about 
3,000 persons on the grand stand which covered 
the entire site of the university and had a ca- 
pacity for 8,000 or 10,000 spectators. 

At 3:45 o’clock President Cleveland arrived, 
and was introduced to Cardinal Gibbons, Arch- 
bishops Keane of Richmond, Va., and Ireland of 
St. Paul, and Bishop Spalding of Peoria, Il., by 
Congressman Patrick Collins of Boston. The 
President took a seat between the Cardinal aud 
Bishop Spalding on a small stand which had 
been erected for the party in the centre of the 
grand stand. A little to the right and in front 
of them sat Miss Caldwell, the benefactress 
of the university, ner sister, Miss Lina 


Caldwell, Mrs. Donnelly, ber aunt, formerly her 
er and Miss Ewing, afriend from Phila- 

elphia. Among the prominent spectators pres- 
ent were Congressmen P. P. Mahoney, lelix 
Campbell, Timothy J. Campbeil, and Join H. 
Motlitt of New-York; Samuel J. Randall, the 
Hon. Charles H. Mansur, Senator Vauce, and 
Gen. W. 8. Rosecrans. Just before the services 
began somebody in the crowd cried out, ‘* Three 
cheers for Cleveland,” and they were given with 
hearty good will and a tiger, while Mr. Cieve- 
land smiled good naturedly at the odd interrup- 
tion in the proceedings. 

Here and there in the crowd could be seen 
<roups of prelates in conversation. Prominent 
among them were Mgr. Farley, Viear-General of 
New-York; Archbishops Williams of Boston, 
Elder of Cineinnati, and Salpointe of Santa Fé; 
Bishops Northrop of Charleston, 8. C.; Keene of 
Richmond, who is also Rector of the university; 
Moore of St. Augustine, Fla.; McMahon of Hart- 
ford, Gilmour of Cleveland, Maes of Covington, 
Ky.; Richter of Grand Rapids, Ryan of Buffalo, 
Machebeuf of Denver, Haid of North Carolina- 
O’Farrell of Trenton, Father Burke, Vicar-Gen- 
eral of Albany, representing the Bishop of Al- 
bany, and Bishop Conroy of New-York. 

The ceremonies began with the singing of the 
anthem, **‘ The beavens are telling,” by a choir 
of 200 voices, accompanied by the full marine 
band. After this Cardinal Gibbons biessed the 
site of the chapel, and while he was speaking 
Psalm 83 was chanted}by 200 choristers from 
St. Mary’s Seminary and St. Charles College of 
Maryland. As soon as the choristers ceased 
chanting the Third Regiment Banc of Baiti- 
more struck up the familiar tune of ** My Mary- 
land,” which was received with much enthusi- 
asm by the many visiters from Ealtimore. 

‘then Bishop Spalding delivered an appro- 
priate discourse, which was listened to with a 
great deai of interest. In opening his address 
he said: ‘“‘As they who leok op the ocean and 
think of its vastness,of the many shores in 
many climes visited by its waves to ply their 
‘ priest-like task of clefin ablution,’ of cities and 
empires that rose beside its waters, 
flourished, decayed, and became a memory; 
of others thet shail rise and also 
pass away, while the moving element 
remains, 80 we today, beholding Ancient Faith 
laying in the New World the cornerstone of an 
institution which better than anything cise sym- 
bolizes the aim and tendency of modern iife, 
tind ourselves dwelling in thought upon what 
has been aud what will be. On the one hand 
rises the venerable form of that religion whose 
voice re-echoed in the heartsof Abraham, Moses, 
David, and Isaiah; whose lips,wten the Saviour 
spoke, uttered diviner truth and thrilled the 
hearts of men with pure love, living 
with them in deserts and catacombs, !ead- 
ing them along blood-stained ways to victory 
and peace, until at length the church gleamed 
forth from amid the parting storm clouds and 
shown like a mountain-built city bathed in sun- 
light; on the other stands the genius of the re- 
public, the embodied spirit of the soverign peo- 
ple, who, accepting as literal truth the Chris- 
tian principles, that God is Father and men 
brothers and therefore equal, strive to take 
from political society the blindness and fatality 
of natural law andto endow it with the divina 
and ghuman attridutes of justice, mercy. 
and intelligence.” Speaking of the re 
ligious exiles who sought in America a 
home for Christian conscience, he said: 
“Who could have had faith that men of differ- 
ent creeds, speaking various tongues, bred in 
unlike social conditions, would here coalesce 
and co-operate for the general purpose of free 
government? Above all, who eould nave be- 
lieved thataform of zovernment, rarely tried, 
even in amall States, and when tried found 
practicable only for brief periods, would here 
become s0 stable, so strong, that every hamlet, 
every Villiage. is self-poised, and manages its 
own affairs? The achievement is greater than 
we are able to know; nor does it lie 
chiefly in the millions who, coming from 
many lands, have here made homes 
and found themselves free; nor in the building 
of cities, the clearing of forests, the draining of 
swamps, tae binding of two oceans, and the 
opening of lines of rapid communication in 
every direction. Not to numbers and wealth 
do we owe our significance among the nations, 
but to the fact that we have shown that respect 
for law is compatible with civil and religious 
liberty; that a free people can become prosper- 
ous and strong and preserve order without 
King or standing army; that the State and the 
Church can move in _  seéparate orbits 
and still co-operato for the common 
welfare; that men of different races 
and beliefs may live together in peace; that in 
spite of an abnormally rapid increase of popula- 
tion and of wealth, and of the many evils 
thence resulting, the prevailing tendency is to 
sanity of thovght and sentiment, thus plainly 
manifssting the vigor of our life ana institu- 
tions; that the Government of the majurity, 
where men put their trust in God and in knowl- 
edge, is in the end the Government of the good 
and the wise.” At the conclusion of his address 
the Bishop said: “And now bow snail [ more 
fittingly conclude than with the nameof her 
whose generous heart and enlightened mind 
were the impulse which has given to what had 
long been hope deferred anda dreamlike vision 
existence, a dwelling piace—Mary Gwendolen 
Calawell.” % 

The ** Oremas pro pontifice nustro Leone” was 
sung by the choristers, and the Cardinal in- 
voked a blessing upon Pope Leo, saying: “The 
Lord preserve him and grant him life and make 
him blessed upon earth, and deliver him not to 
the will of his enemies.” In closing he recited 
the Lord’s Prayer, in which the President sad 
the audience joined. 

After this Bishop Keane arose, holding a lit- 
tle red volvet case embossed with the papal 
arms, which contained the gold medal Pope Leo 
bad delegated the Bishop to present te Miss 
Caldwell. The case also contained the apos- 
tolic brief expressing the appreciation of his 
Holiness of Miss Caldwell’s wagnificent gift of 
$300,000 for the university. This was as fol- 
lows: 

Zo Our Venerable Brother, rom Joseph, Bishop of 
Richmond: 

VENERABLE BROTHER: Health and apostolic bene. 
diction. When iately you were conferring with us 
concerning the great Catholic university about to 
be established in Washington we remember in what 
words of signal praise you spoke of our beloved 
daughter in Christ, Mary Guendolen Caldwell, 
who, by donating tor the purpose $300,000, has 
won for herself so honorable a part in the accom- 
plishment of this undertaking. We, indeed, as was 
utting, praised most highly her so great and so 
worthily- bestowed liberality; and we directed you to 
be to her the messenger and witness of these our sent- 
iments. Moreover, in order that to the praise de- 
served by her beneficence there should be added 
some pledge of our appreciation, we intrusted to 
you a gold medal to be conveyed in our name to this 
excelientiady. But now we have besides thought 
well to write te you, that by this our letter both her 
munificence may be better known and our grati- 
tude be made more manifest. And as ihe gen- 
erosity of the American characier is deservedly 
reuowned, we trust that others may be impelled 
to emulate this most admirabie example. To exer. 
cise liberality in the cause of Christian education, 
atatime when the dangers of false intellectuality 
are so numerous and 80 great, is surely the most 
excellent use to which wealth can be put. As @ 

ledge, therefore, of Heavenly rewards, and in 

estimony of our paternal benevolence, we most lor. 
ingly bestow, not only on you, Venerable Brothere 
but also on the above named lady, our apostolie 
benediction. 

Given at Rome, at St. Peter's, this 7th day of 
May, A. D. 1887, in the tenth year of our pontificate, 

LEO XIII, Pope. 

With a few words the Bishop, after reading 
the brief, handed the casket to Miss Caidwell 
who received the gift with a bow of thanks and 
resumed her seat without a word. The medal is 
avery rich one of the purest gold, about two 
inches in diameter, struck by order of the Pops 
in commemoration of the eightb year of 
his ntificate, On whe face of the 
medal is a very fine protile of the 
Pope, with an inscription givin his 
name and the year of his pontificate, Te- 
verse side represents the genius of history 
lifted aloft by the angels of the Lord, with an — 





arehtves of the Vatioan to the historical re- 
searches of the acho! of the world. It was 
coneidered that a m 8 in honor of the 
advance of learning would most fittingly ex- 
press the sentiments of the Pope toward one 
who might be considered the principal founder 
of a great institution destined to advance Cath- 
vlio learning in the Western World. 

After the poreenconee of the medal the in- 
vocation of the Holy Ghost, “Veni Oreator 
Spiritus,’ was rendered by the choir and the 
Marine Band, and the procession of the Cardinal 
and the attending — passed around the 
platform blessing the foundations, while the 
chorieters chanted Psalm 121. The heavy gran- 
ite cornerstone was then put in place by the 
workmen Without speciai ceremony. Uponit was 
the inscription, ‘‘ May 24, 1888.” *Inside was a 
copper box containing ‘The Catholic Diree- 
tory,”’ “ Tho Congressional Directory,” a numw- 
ber of religious and secular newspapers, coins 


from 1 cent to $1, and one gold dollar, the in- | 


scription on parchment, the decrees of the third 
Plenary Oouncil, and pictures of all the Presi- 
dents for the past 100 years. 

After the laying af the cornerstone the distin- 
guished clergymen and the more prominent 
spectators entered carriages and were driven 
back to the city, where the Arehbishops and 
Bishops dined with Father Chappelle of St. 
Matthew's Church. The erewd, including the

societies of Baltimore and other near-by 
cities and «towns, tramped through deep 
mud to the railway station and hurried to 
their homes as fast as the special trains could 
earry them. Some of the out-of-town organiza- 
tions who came to attend the ceremonies 
backed out because of the pouring rain and 
spent the night in the Capitol and other rain- 
proof places ef interest in the city. This even- 
ing the visiting clergymen were received by 
the President and Mrs. Cleveland at the White 
House and spent an hour in pleasant social con- 
Versation. 


NOT A GRACEFUL DISMNOUNT. 
iS 
MAYOR HEWITT’S NEW STAND ON 
ELECTRIC WIRE QUESTION. 

Theodore Moss, Secretary of the Board ot 
Electrical Control, yesterday received from 
Mayor Hewitt a long letter in which his Honor 
acts forth various excuses for his failure to com- 
ply with the board's request to him to use his 
power to secure the removal by the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works of the electrical wires 
and poles from the streets of the city. The 


Mayor blaines the board for an alleged delay in 
sending him the resoiution and acknowledges a 
full appreciation of the view the public takes of 
his delay when he charges that “ the most per- 
sistent efforts have been made by members of 
your board, and in other quarters, to misrepre- 
sent the action and the position of the Mayor 
upon this question, and to lead the public to 
suppose that he was willfully refusing to per- 
form a duty which was made obligatory upon 
him by statute.” 

The Mayor quotes the provision of the section 
relating to the remeval af the dangerous wires, 
&c., and argues that by the words: ‘ It shall be 
the duty of the Commissioner of Publis Works 
of said city to cause the same to be removed 
forthwith by the Bureau of Incumbrances, upon 
the written order of the Mayor of said city to 
that effect.” No duty is imposed upon the 
Mayor. He adds: “ Power is undoubtedly con- 
ferred upon him to give a written order to the 
Commissioner of Public Works te remove poles 
and wires and other fixtures; but itis clearly 
discretionary with the Mayor whether he shall 
give auch an order or refrain from giving it.’”’ 

He states further that he wrote to the Com- 
missioner of Public Works asking him whether 
it would be in his power to execute the order if 
given, to which the Commissioner of Public 
Works replied that there was no money under 
his control available fer the execution of the or- 
der. He then informs the board that the only 
remedy the Commissioner was able to suggest 
was a transfer of some other appropriation to 
the fund availiable fer the use of the Bu- 
reaun of Incumbrances. He says: “Such a 
transfer can only be made by the Board of Eati- 
mate and Apportionment, upon the application 
of the Commissioner of Public Works and from 
some other fund for which the money is not 
necded. I am still without any information 
from him as to the possilnlity of diverting any 
other appropriation to the use of the Bureau of 
Incumbrances for the purpose of complying 
with the order which you request me to give. 
As soon as [receive from the Commissiuner the 
information necessary, £ will convene a meeting 
ofthe Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
for the purpose of eonsidering the propriety of 
the transfer.” 

Having in this promisa to take action shown 
that resent events have had good effect, the 
Mayor proseeda to show that he appreciates 
the gravity of the emergency. “I am,” hoe says, 
* quite asdesirous as. any member of your board 
that the overhead wires controlled by the 
electric fight companics, transmitting currents 
of high tension, ahould be put under ground at the 
sarliest possible moment. They are unqueées- 
tionably dangerous, and many aceidents have 
occurred In consequence of their existence in 
the streets.” 

Heo believes, however, that the electric licht 
companies would undoubtedly take legal pro- 
ceedings to prevent the Commissioner of Public 
Works from interfering with their contracts 
with the city and with private consumers until 
— righta bad been judicially determined, and 
adds: 

‘In view of this last consideration, I have 
already instructed the Corporation Counsel to 
take such proceodings as the law will permit 
against the electric light companies, to compel 
them to vomply with the provisions of the 
statute which require them to place their 
wires in subways within 90 days after notice 
has been given te them, by the 
Board of Electrical Control to that effect. 
The Corporation Counsel has not. yet 
made an official reply to my communication, 
bat he has verbally toid me that he thinks 
there is an adequate remedy at law for the 
failure of electric light companies to comply 
with its provisions: If this should turn out to 
be the fact. the method which I have adopted 
will be altogether the speediest mode of com- 
pelling the electric light companies to comply 
with the law.” 

In conclusion hie Honor pays his respects to 
the board in an allusion to the “seurrilous, un- 
truthful, and intentionally insulting resolutions 
which the board adopted and allowed to be 
printed in the minutes of May the 10th,” which 
he thiaks ‘“‘are without a parallel in the history 
of any official body, and so long as they remain 
upon the record they make ali personal associa- 
tion between the other members of the commis- 
ion and myself impossible.”

AFFAIRS IN GUATEMALA. 

CHICAGO, May 24.—James Simmons, Con- 
sular Agent of the United States at San Joré, 
the Pacific port of entry for Guatemala, is in the 
city, bound for Washington. He said: ‘“ Presi- 
dent Barrillas has adopted the policy of banish- 
ing all perniciously active persons. Three months 
ago the Vice-President, Vincents Costonada, 
proposed to the commander of an important 
district to surrender the fortress and garrison 
and head a revolution. The commander agreed, 
and when Costonada and eight of his officers led 
a battalion into the department the commander 
made them prisoners and telegraphed to the 
capital. Costonada was a friend of the Presi- 
dent, but the latter ordered him shot andin 15 
minutes after the order had been received Cos- 
tonada and his friends were dead. A short 
time ago [ rode on horseback from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic, a 10 days’ journey, entirely 
unmolested. Such a thing asa bandit is un- 
heara of. An Americanwith, say, $2.000, could 
go there and rough it and make a fortune in five 
years on a coffee plantation. There is a great 
field in Guatemala for American products, and 
Americans ought to take advantage of it. The 
trade is monopolized by the English and Ger- 


mans. Americans are welcomed by the Guate- 
malian Government.”

GRAIN ELEVATOR CHARGES 


THE MEVOY REPUOTION BILL 
BEFORE GOV. HILL. 

A THREE-HOURS’ HEARING DURING 
WHICH THE NEW-YORK PRODUCE 
EXCHANGE OPPOSED THE MEASURE. 

ALBANY, May 24.—For three hours the 

Governor listened this afternoon to grain ele- 

vator men and boatmen in the hope of learning 

something about the profits of the one and the 

burdens imposed upon the other. Alexander E. 

Orr, President, and A. R. Gray, F. W. T. Hurst, 

W. &. Wallace, T. E. Pinto, Franklin Woodruff, 

Frederick Kierboe, and John D, MeCue were 

@ committee representing the Néw-York Proda- 

uce Exchange, who stoutly opposed his signing 

the McEvoy bill reducing grain elevating 
charges. Buffalo sent a large delegation of 
elevator owners, bankers, merchants, &c,, on 
the same errand. The motto of Buffalo business 
men seems to be the familiar one of an injury 
to ong is the concern of all, and its committees 
represented almost every known industry of the 
booming city. Onit were P. G, Cook, Secretary 
of the Buttalo Elevator Association; E. T. Evans 
of the Anchor Line of vessels, George Blieistein, 
publisher of the Cowrier; Charles A. Bloomer, 

Secretary of the Merchants’ Exchange, and & 

bullet-headed son of toil, M. F, Canny, President 

of the Grain Shovelers’ Union. Besides these 


there were Senator Laughlin, Assemblyman 
Gallagher, and ex-Assemblyman George Clinton. 

The canai boatmen, finding that they were 
outnumbered by two to one and that the Presi- 
dentef the Grain Shovelers’ Unien was reveling 
in the faet that 2,000 other sons of toil of his 
order protested against the bill, sentdown to 
the boats in the Albany basin and presently had 
aecore of men and boys in the Executive Cham- 
ber to swell their number. Fhey werelofthekind 
that steer the boats and drive the horses. In 
appearance they were more clesely allied with 
the cause of labor than the grain shovelers’ 
President, for that gentleman was arrayed in 
linen, while they were dressed in their work- 
ing garb. The boatmen had some others 
among their number who were good talkers, 
and who could present theircase. These inciuded 
ex-Agsemblyman John Lighton, Judge Smith of 
Herkimer, old Capt. Clark, whose cherubic face 
has haunted the Capitol cerridors all Winter, so 
eager has he been to interest members in the 
bill; Capt. Cleary, President of the Boat 
Owners’ Association, and Capt. Depew, the 
statistician of the canal boatmen. 

The Governor's sympathies seemed to be with 
the canal boatmen, He Listened first to Mr. 
Orr, then to Judge Smith, then to other repre- 
sentatives—tirst one side, then the other. Mr. 
Orr presented the resolutions of protest from 
his Exchange, whose membership, by the way, 
is, he ‘said, 3,000 men, who handle the sur- 
pilus farm produce of the country, a 
large portion of which comes through 
the Erie Canal. Mr. Orr had figures 
to show that the cost of handling and weighing 
grain by the clevator is less than that of loading 
and weighing an equal weight of provisions, 
cotton, and ceifee. The elevator charges are 
1 6-10 cents per bushel, divided as follows: For 
discharging, 42 cent a bushel, paid for by the 
boatmen; 42 cent for weighing, paid for by the 
owners, and six-tenths of 1 cent, paid for by 
foreign vessels fer loading. Mr. Orr had other 
figures which were more appalling, the im- 
pression conveyed by which was that New-York 
isnot losing the grain trade, that the rapacity 
of her elevater men is not whatitis commonly 
supposed to be, and that the enactment of the 
McEvoy bill into law will paralyze the grain 
elevating business, 

In support of this last proposition spoke Mr. 
Hurst, the agent of the National Steamship 
Line, which does an enormous grain carrying 
business. Without the elevators the difficulty 
of loading his steam pipes would be enormous, 
and he was apprehensive that the steamship 
companies would suffer great inconvenience 
and peeuniary loss if the elevator interests are 
interfered with. 

When Judge Smith arose to present the case 
of the boatmen the Governor began to ply him 
with questions, statistics being what he wanted, 
he said, rather than a legal argument. The 
Judge aubmitted figures showing the heavy 
charges imposed by Buffalo on shippers, and said 
that 18 legislative reports, every one of them fa- 
voring areduction of elevating charges at Bullalo 
and New-York, had been made within the last 
12 or 15 years. He cited the report of the 
Hepburn committee, the reports of ex-Superin- 
tendent of Public Works Silas Bb. Dutcher, and 
of the present Superintendent, Mr. Shanahan, 
all pointing to the need of reduced terminal 
charges if the State is to profit by the commerce 
of the Erie Canal. The boatmen could show 
by the statements of reliable business men that 
the five-eighthsaofacent a bushel proposed by 
the McEvoy bill 1s reasonable and affords a fair 
profit. It was admitted by the Buffalo and New- 
York men that their dividends were between 
5 and 6 per cent. They were accused by the 
boatmen of being organized into a pool which 
would soon freeze out of existance any man who 
started with the idea of charging only reason- 
able rates for elevating. 

Mr. Clinton assured the Governor that the 
boaimen could combine just as well as the ele- 
vater interests. 

“No, they ean’t, 
Lighton impulsively.

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AGREAT RACE BY THE BARD 


Sea EEREanEDD aneReEneE 
H# DEFEATS SIR DIXON AFTER 
A SHARP FIGHT. 

FRENCH PARK, OREGON, AND HOLIDAY 
HAVE A SENSATIONAL FINISH IN THE 
RACE FOR THE MAY STAKES. 

Although the Brooklyn Jockey Club was 
again the victim of most atrocious weather yes- 
terday the mere than 5,000 visitors to the track 
had some excelient racing to repay them for 
their personal discomforts. The finish in the 
May Stakes for 2-year-olds between the three 
leaders was the sharpest and closest ever seen 
on the track, better than that of the first Brook- 
lyn Handicap, in fact, when Dry Monopole, 
Blue:Wing, and Hidalgo made their historical 
finish in the fastest race everrun at the dis- 
tance. So far as the time made by French 
Park, Oregon, and Holiday went, there was 
nothing phenomenal about It, for several 2-year- 
olds have run a three-quarter-mile dash in three 
seconds better, and at even heavier weights. 
Still the youngsters haven’t often furnished 
so close a finish after so hardafignt. The great 
race of the day, too, that for the St. James Ho- 
tel Stakes, between The Bard and Sir Dixon, 
was also a remarkable race, wonaerfully well 
riddep, and probably, all things considerea, the 
best oue ever run at the distance, one mile and 
@ quarter, as the time, 2:0849,was relatively bet- 
ter than Dry Monopole’s record of 2:07 at the 
same distance, That game little fellow carried 
but 106 pounds, 16 pounds less than The Bard 
carried yesterday, and had a dry, fast track to 
run over, one that was at least two seconds fast- 
er than was the track yesterday. 

The St. James Hotel Stakes race was, of 
course, the one that attracted the crowd to the 
track, and much disappointment was felt that 
the steady rainfall and the consequent heavi- 
ness of the track should make the owners of 
the respective animals to seratch Hanover, Dry 
Monopole, Elkwood, and Volante. Had the 
quartet run the result would not have been dif- 
ferent, however, for ho was unbeatable yester- 


day, as he was a week ago last Tuesday, when 
he defeated Hanover for the Brooklyn Handicap. 

Mr. Sheridan gave the three starters in the 
race, The Bard, Sir Dixon, and Banburg, who 
were liked in the betting in the order named, an 
excellent send-off. Banburg at onve jumped 
away in the lead, but Fitzpatrick took a pull and 
allowed The Bard and Sir Dixon to go out and 
make the running. As the first quarter was ruu 
in 25 seconds and the first half in 51, it was a 
very sensible thing for Fitzpatrick to do. Hay- 
ward didn’t hesitate to let The Bard cut out the 
lively pace, only steadying him as he swept 
around the lower turn and into the back 
stretch with Sir Dixen, who was ridden 
by Frederick Littlefield, at his saddle- 
skirts and running in the best style 
he has shown this year. Banburg was 
@ length away from them, and there he 
remained when the three-quarter pole was 
passed in 1:16. Sir Dixon held on wonderful- 
y well, with no signs of quitting as the leading 
pair passed the clubhouse and_ entered 
the lower turn. In fact, instead of quitting, the 
colt moved upa bit, and was on even terms 
with The Bard as the two passed under the mile 

ost in 1:42\%. From there to the end The 
Bard and Sir Dixon had 1t hot and heavy, and 
Hayward’s skillful handling helped “the pride 
of Chesterbrook” across the linea winner by 
three-quarters of a length from Sir Dixon, who 
was four lengths in front of Banburg, the latter 
well pumped out, but the two leaders were 
apparantly none the worse for their 
race, aS hard a one as has ever 
been ridden over the track. Con- 
sidering that the track was slimy and slippery; 
that The Bard made all the running, and that 
Hayward made but one real call on him, and 
that but a sixteenth of a mile from the end of 
the run, when he twice swished his whip 
through the air and apparently on The Bard’s 
flank; it was a race that was first-class, and one 
that stamps The Bard as Eeeny first-class and 

robably the best racehorse In America. Sir 
J1xon willshow soon that he is going to make a 
very strong bid against Emperor of Norfolk for 
the honor of being known as the best 3-year-old 
of the year. His race yesterday made him thou- 
sands of friends among those who had doubted 
his sight to be very nearly firat-class, even if he 
did hot have McLaughlin in the saddle, 

Morrissey’s French Park has again proved his 
right to de classed as among the best of the 2- 
yoar-olds thus farseen. He ran a grand. race 
against the Dwyers’ colt Oregon and Mr. 
Walden’s crack filly Holiday in the run for the 
May Stakes at three-quarters of a mile. There 
were two other colts who started, Mr. Burch’s 
Seymour and Mr. Gratz’s Cartoon, neither of 
whom had anything to do with the real running 
of the race when that was begun in the streton. 
Holiday had cut out the running at a very lively 
clip and easily led the field, with Oregon and 
French Park attending her. When the stretch 
was reached half lengths only separated 
the leaders, with Holiday next the rail, 
French Park next her, and Oregon on 
the outside. Then came a whipping, driving, 
riding finish, with all three horses and jockeys 
doing all they knew how to win. They came 
down the stretch with arush and on absolutely 
even terms, ail the jockeys giving their horses 
whip and spur vigorously. A half dozen jumps 
from the end French Park forced bis nose to the 
front, and kept it there just long enough to win 
by a scant head, Between Oregon and Holiday 
the finish was so close that none of the specta- 
tors could tell which had secured the place, and 
there was little surprise when it was announced 
that there was a dead heat for the place, a decis- 
ion which cost the bookmakers a good bit of 
money. But the crowd liked the fiaish whether 
they had won or lost, and such a cheer as greeted 
the jockeys hasn’t been heard on the track since 
it was first opened to the pape. 

Of the other races but li need be said. The 
opening dash of a mile and & sixteenth was won 
very handily by Mr. Belmont’s Prince Royal 
by a length from Salvinl, who came so fast 
at theend that he beat Winona for the-place 
by two lengths. 

Belvidere fairly made a runaway race of the 
second race at the same distance, Winning as he 
pleased by four lengths. Bordelaise came fast 
enough in the stretch to beat Queen of Elizabeth 
for the ras by a half length, she a length in 
front of Mollie McCarthy’s Last, and the rest 
strung out. 

Seven 2-year-olds appeared in the six-furlohg 
selling race, which the Dwyer colt Glodfish won 
without much trouble, though Father Bill Daly’s 
Little Barefoot made an excellent run for it in 
the stretch, after getting so bad a send-off that 
she was absolutely last for half the race. Bare- 
foot got the place by a half length from Darling 
by her clever run in the stretch.

HE WINS A MOST CREDITABLE VICTORY 
FROM TERRA COTTA. 

LOUISVILLE, May 24.—Enquirer was a 
great racer in his day, and Egmontis a worthy 
son of s0 illustrious a sire. Yesterday Hankins 
& Campbell paid Curtis the very neat sum of 
$10,500 in cash for the handsome bay horse, and 
to-day Jockey Covington, wearing the colors of 
the Chicago Stable, piloted him to aglorious vic- 
tory over a magnificent field of fast ones. The 


Chicago firm are drinking wine to night, and 
they have a right to, for not only 
did the gallant son of Enquirer land 
enongh money for them to pay for himself, 
but Lis victory gave them a triumph whose en- 
joyment is not lessened by the little element of 
revenge that goes withit. Ten days ago Han- 
kins & Campbell offered Jim Guest $15,000 for 
Terra Cotta and were iaughed at by that gentie- 
man, who told them $20,000 would not touch 
him. ‘To-day these gentlemen get even by 
snatching victory from Harry O’Fallon’s son 
with a much cheaper horse. 

The Brooklyn and Suburban Handicaps and 
the Kentucky Derby and Handicap have been 
for months the most taiked-of evenis in racing 
circles the country over, and the crowd that 
gathered to see the last named of these, run at 
Churchill Downs to-day, was probably not 
smaller than that which saw the Derby 10 days 
ago. The weather was much more propitious; 
in fact, the day could hardly have been better 
ordered. Light clouds masked the sun’s face, 
and a light breeze cooled the heat that would 
otherwise have been oopeoeite, 

Out of the 70 entries for the Kentucky Handi- 
cap only 11 starters came to the post.

Gallifet 
lapped him, and Insolence was next. This order 
was maintained at the turn forthe back stretch, 
and the way they were bunched was beautiful.

Egmont’s head was at their saddle girt, and the 
others right behind him.

Egmont, who had been runuing easy 
back in the middle of the bunch, worked throuch, 
and as they made the turn for home Coviugton 
sent him after the leader. The bunch closed up 
again as the game colts responded to the now 
busy whips, and there was promise of a 
driving and fighting finish. ‘*Ewerybodv’s 
whipping but Egmont,” cried the crowd, and 
so it was.

IN THE RAILWAY WORLD 


A RUMOBED DHAi. 
THE PENNSYLVANIA IS MEDITATING, 
APPARENTLY, A PURCHASE. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 24.—It is reported 
in railroad circles that the Schuylkill River East 
Side Railroad and the Philadelphia Division of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad will be pur- 
chased by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
or by an independent company acting in 
the interest of the Pennsylvania. The 
purpose of the Philadelphia Division 
and the. Schuylkill River East Side 
Road was to give the Baltimore and Ohio a con- 
necting link between Baltimore and New-rork 
by way of the Reading, Bound Brook, and Jer- 
sey Central Railroads; but the traffic arrange- 
ment between the Baltimore and Ohio and the 


other roads having failed, and the Baltimore 
and Ohio being so financially crippled that it 
could not construct an independent line to New- 
York, the franchises connecting Baltimere with 
Philadelphia are almost useless, and, in fact, 
have not been made self-sustaining. 

The relations between the Baltimore and Ohio 
and the Pennsylvania bave been close since the 
syndicate went to the relief of the Baltimore 
and Ohio last Fall. in the syndicate is A. J. 
Drexel, who is elossly allied to President 
Roberts of the Pennsylvania, and in this way 
negotiations between the opposing parties were 
brought about. The same principle of law 
which prevented the Pennsylvania from buying 
the South Pennsylvania, a paraliel road, would 
be an obstacle to the purchase of the Baltimore 
and Ohio branches, but this may be overcome 
by the organization of an independent company 
which would be operated in the in- 
terests of the Pennsylvania. It has al- 
ways been the rolicy of the Pennsylvania 
to forestall competition by getting ahead 
of its competitors, and this would be an induce- 
ment sufficient to lead to the purchase of the 
Baltimore and Ohio branches. The Schuylkill 
River East Side Railroad is bonded for $4,500,000 
at 5 per cent., and the bonds are not due until 
1925. The Baltimore and Philadeiphia Division 
is $5,000,000 at 449 per cent., due 1933, and the 
capital stock is $5,000,000. 

At the Pennsylvania ofiics to-day the railroad 
officials professed ignorance of the impending 
deal. Capt. J. H. Weeks, Philadelphia agent of 
the Baltimore and Ohio, said there might be 
truth in the reports, but it was too early yet to 
intelligently discuss the question. 


NOT AN IRON-CLAD AFFAIR. 
THE AGREEMENT WHICH IS TO GOVERN 
THE WESTERN ROADS. 


CnicaGgo, May 24.—The General Managers 
of the Western and Northwestern roads met to- 
day to hear the report of the committee ap- 
pointed to prepare a new form of agreement. 
The report was adopted practically as sub- 
mitted. The agreement is not of the :iron- 
clad order. It provides that regular 
monthly meetings of the association 


shall be held. No line will be permitted to 
change its rates without giving notice of its 
desire to do s0 at least five daysin advance of a 
regular meeting, when the proposed changes 
will be duly considered and acted upon. If the 
decision of the association ia adverse to making 
any changes in the rates and the road 
that first proposed it is still desirous of carry- 
ing outits proposition onits own line, 1t must 
then and there give notice of its intention, such 
notice to become effective 10 days after that 
date. Any line, however, is at liberty to 
meet outside competition without giving 
previous notice. Butif the association decides 
atits next meeting that the road had not sufti- 
cient grounds for cutting its rates that road 
will be subject to a fine of $100 to $500. This 
is the penaity provided against any violation of 
the agreement, such as shanging rates without 
previous notice, underbilling, underweighing, 
granting rebates, or indulging in any of the 
various devices which amount in eifect to a cut- 
ting of rates. 

The agreement further provides that any line 
may lodge a complaint against any other line 
inside or outside of the association against 
which it has evidence of illegal practices, 
and it shall be the duty of the as- 
sociation to prosecute the accused road 
in the United States court or before the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. The party mak- 
ing such complaint must at the same time con- 
tribute $100 as his share toward the expense of 
beginning legal proceedings. 

On the adoption of this agreement each of the 
lines represented made a deposit of amounts 
varying from $250 to $1,000 to provide for the 

ayment of any penalty that may 
99 Incurred. Several of the compet- 
ing lines were not represented at 
the meeting, and among these were the Chicago, 
Burlington and Northern, the Milwaukee and 
Northern, the St. Paul and Duluth, and the 
“Seo.” Tho last-named road will undoubtedly 
sign the agreement, but there is no assurance 
that the Burlington and Northern will do so. 


CONSOLIDATION EFFECTED. 
Menripgn, Conn., May 24.—The consoli- 
dation of the Meriden and Cromwell and the 
Meriden and Waterbury Railroad Companies 
was effected at a meeting of the stockholders of 
both companies here to-day. The new corpora- 
tion will be known as the Meriden, Waterbury 


and Connecticut River Railroad, and will se- 
cure ai direct line from the Connecti- 
cut River to Waterbury and unite the 
cities of silver and brass. The oflticers are:

Steele; Secretary and Treasurer—George Rock- 
well; Assistant Treasurer—H. L. Wade; Audi- 
tors—C. L. Rockwell and A. Chamberlain, and 
Directors—H. ©.

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DRS. NEWMAN AND GOODSELL 
GIVEN HIGH OFFICE. 
THE METHODIST CONFERENCE DOES NOT 
FAVOR THE THIRD PARTY MOVEMENT 
—A QUIET DAY. 


The Rev. Dr. Newman has been elevated 
to the episcopacy of the Methodist Church. 
The consummation of his l6ng-cherished. am- 
bition was effected en the fourteenth ballot 
at the General Conference yesterday. The 
last of the five new Bishoprics was filled by the 
election of the Rev. D. A. Goodsell, D. D., of 
this city. Dr. Goodsell is the youngest member 
of the entire Board cf Bishops. Bishop Foster 
presided at the day session, and after the devo- 
tienal exercises announeed the result of the 
tenth ballot, which, like the three succeeding 
ones, resulted in “no eclection.” The friends of 
Dr. Kynett had évidéntly burned the midnight 
cilin his behalf. His vote on the tenth ballot 
Was 24 anditranup to 140 on the fourteenth 


ballet, the vote evidently coming from the 
friends of Dr. Cranston, for his vote, which was 
216 on the tenth ballot, fell off rapidly to 100 on 
the fourteeath aud 40 0n the last ballot. The 
vote for Dr. Newman, who led the ballot from 
the beginning, was successively 274, 276, 277, 
285, and 320. Dr. Goodseil’s vote fluctuated, 
under the influence of the trading that was 
going on, as follows: Two hundred and sixty- 
Bevyen, 213, 217, 215, 203, 237, and 313, the last 
slevting bim. re ‘ 

Upon the announcement of Dr. Newman’s 
eleétion the audience showed its satisfaction in 
prolonged applause, All eyes were turned upon 
tie renowned preacher, who occupied the seat in 
a bOx in the first tier from which he has quietly 
watched the proceedings and directed his cam- 
pai¢n from the first day of the Conference. He 
received the greetings of his friends with evi- 
déentdeligbt, bowing and smiling to their ap- 

slause until a crowd thathad gathered in the 
lover compelled him te retire from his box and 
submit to an informal reception. Mrs. Newman, 
a handsome lady, sat with her husband, her 
countenance glowing withghe delight she made 
nv effort to conceal. The election of Dr. Good- 
sell was greeted with a no jess boisterous 
demonstration of satisfaction, mush of the ap- 
plause coming from the visitors in the galleries. 

Outside of the election the doings of the Con- 
ference at the day session were void of public 
interest. The intervals between the taking of 
the ballots were consumed in action upon ques- 
tions of administration of departments and of 
Sunday school literature. What promised for a 
time an entertainment not laid down in the 
programme was the slapping of an ushsr’s face 
by a Doctor of Divinity. A callow young man 
had been lifted from obscurity by Gen. Fisk to 
the position of doorkeeper at the press entranée 
tothe hall, and made himself obnoxious to every- 
body by an indiscreet exercise of his authority. 
Dr. Moore of Colorado, with his manualin his 
hand, passed out of the door to speak for a 
moment with Bishop-elect Newman. Upon his 
return his entrance was opposed by the door- 
keeper. Dr. Moore told him he was a delegate 
and had but a moment before come out from the 
hall through that door. ‘‘It makes no differ- 
ences,” the youth replied; ‘“‘you’ve got to show 
yer gard.” Dr. Moore grew impatient, for the 
delegations were being called upon another bal- 
lot, and he gently took hold of the young man’s 
arm to press him aside, when the latter throw 
his arm upin such a way that the back of the 
doctor’s hand came into forcible contact with 
hisface. The doctor passed into the hall and 
the usher took his wounded feelings to Gen. 
Fisk, who devoted afew moments to instruct- 
ing the young man inthe ways of wisdom and 
discretion, Dr. Moore disclaimed any intention 
oft striking the usher. Bishop Alpheus W. Wil- 
son of the Methodist Episcopal Church South 
was extended fraternal greeting and given a 
seat on the platform. 

The Rev. John P. Newman, D. D., is about 60 
years of age. He isa tall man, of large frame 
and fiorid countenance. He was born in New- 
York City, and was educated at Cazenovia Sem- 
inary, beginning his ministry in Central New- 
York and coming te New-York City when about 
26 years of age. -He filled assignments of 
three years eavhin Bedford-street and lourth- 
atreet churches, and then went to Palestine. In 
1864 he established Conferences in Louisiana, 
Mississippi, and Texas, the New-Orleans Chris- 
tian Advocate, the Bayou Tesche University and 
Orphans’ Home, and the New-Orleans Univer- 
sity. In 1869 he entered the Baltimore Con- 
ference, and was stationed over the Metro- 
politan Church at Washington. 

lie became conspicuous as the Pastor and 
friend of President Grant. In 1873 be made 
atrip around the world and on his return he 
wrote “Thrones and Palaces of Babylon and 
Nineveb.” Then he served a second term as 
Pastor of the Metropolitan Church, and after- 
ward came to New-York. At the General 
Conference of 1884 he was a prominent candi- 
date fer a Bishoprie, and he subsequentiy 
accepted the pulpit of the Madison-Avenue 
Congregatioual Church in this city. In 1881 he 
attended the Ecumenical Council in London. 
He attendea Gen. Grant during his long illness 
and ofliciated at his funeral. He delivered the 
funeral oration over Gen. Logan in the United 
Btates Senate. In 1885 he began his third 
term at the Metropolitan Church at the nationai 
capital, Where he still remaiusin charge. Dur- 
ing the first two terms he was Chaplain of the 
Senate. 

Daniel A. Goodsell, D. D., was born in New- 
burg, N. Y., Nov. 5,1840. His father was the 
Rev. Buell Goodsell, who for many years was a 
member of the New-York Conference. Dr. Good- 
sell was educated at the University of the City 
of New-York, and has for 28 years been a mem- 
ber of the New-York East Conferences, filling 
numerous charges in Brooklyn and New-York. 
Bome 15 years ago he was elected Secretary of 
the Educational Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, a position in which he has ever 
since been retained. 

At last evening's session of the General Con- 
ference, over which Bishep Merrill presided, Dr. 
Daniel Dorehester presented the report of the 
Committee on Temperance and Legal Prohibi- 
tion. It reiterates the well-known and estab- 
lished position of the church on these impor- 
tant questions, and urges Christian men to 
attend the primaries “to wrest the sovereignty 
of the caucus from the grip of the saloon and to 
purify and elevate the caucus by their pres- 
ence.” 

The discussion was exciting and prolonged. 
The radicai prohibitionists were out in force 
and sought to commit the Conference to the 
“third party;” but the majority sentiment was 
cpposed to pronounced political action. in the 
esurse of the debate Dr. Christie of Pittsburg 
launched a shaft of sarcasm at the prohibi- 
ticnisis by moving @ resolution ‘‘ that every 
member of this Conference retire at once from 
every hotel in this city in whick liquor is sold.” 
It was grested with ap uproar of iaughter and 
applause. An amendment which specifically 
reiterated the expressions of the Conferences 
that have spoken In the past oh these questions 
was adopted, and pending the motion to adopt 
the amended report under the previous ques- 
tion the Conference adjourned. 

The election of Secretaries, editors, and agents 
of Book Concerns will proceed to-day, and the 
consecration of the newly-elected Bishops will 
probably take place next Monday.

GREAT PRICES FOR OOINS, 

Yesterday was a big day at the Woodward 
sale of rare coins and medals at the auction 
rooms of Bangs & Co. The attendance was 
large and thé bidding at times very spirited. 
The total sales footed up to $3,780, one of the 
largest on record. The well-known United 
States silver dollar of the coinage of 1804 was 
started at $250, and after a spirited contest was 
sold to J. Calvin Randall of Philadelphia for 
$660. 

This coin was formerly the property of R. 
Couiton Davis of Philadelphia, who some years 
ago parted with in fer $1,050. The dollar of 
1804 is extremely rare, being entirely different 
in uppearance from the brilliant proof ‘‘re- 
strikes” of which several specimens have within 
a few years made their appearance in the 
market. ‘‘he word ‘‘Liberty”’ and the stars and 
dates are all very sharp, and the head shows all 
the hair lines. On the reverse side the head and 
breaat of the eagle are slixhtiy wern by eircula- 
tion, ‘The edge bears the usual inscription 
“Hundred cents, one dollar or unit.” This coin 
is paid to be the finest original dollar of 1804 
ever offered at auction. 

Among the specimens of American colonial 
coins which brought good prices were the 
Scmmer or Hog Island copper shilling, (1616- 
1624,; $110; thres specimens of the Connecti- 
cut Granby copper, (i737,) the earliest copper 
coins struek in this country, $140, $56, and 
$40 each; New-York cent of 1787, $90; a Mid- 
dleton token, (1796,) brilliant copper proof, 
very rare, $95. Fair prices were aiso realized 
for proof and pattern coins of the United States, 
netably the commercial silver dollar, (1872,) a 
beautiful and rare preof which bronght $31. 
Geli coins of the United States brought fair 
prices. Two silver dollars (1794) brought 
respectively $75 and $85. A half dollar (1796) 
sold for $55 50. Two quarter dollars (1804 and

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ALL THE BISHOPS ELECTED 


COLLEGE-MADE REPORTERS. 


A SCHOOL OF JOURNALISM TO BE ESTAB- 
LISHED AT CORNELL. 

Irnaca, N. ¥., May 24.—The Faculty of 
Cornell University has announced a new de- 
parture and a decided innovation in the college 
curriculum in the shape of a carefully-censid- 
ered step toward a school of journalism. A 
course of practical instraction in néwspaper 
work will be offered next year. For the first 
year it will be under the wing of the Depart- 
ment of Rheteric, and Prof. Brainard G. Smith 


will give the instruction. Prof, Smith came here 
last year from the staff of the New-York Sun to 
take the chair of _ oratory. By prac- 
tical business ability and = the use 
of a natural method he has given 
his department high rank. It would be difficult 
to find a man better qualified to give instruo- 
tion in the practical details of journalism. He 
began as reporter on the New-York Sun, and 
has Gone all kinés of work on that and other 
newspapers. He was exchange editor for sev- 
eral years, news editor and sity editor of an- 
other of the New-York dailies. In the course of 
his 14 years’ Le ge ge as @ newspaper man he 
has owned and run a country paper, and is 
thoroughly familiar with country journalism. 
He is confident and enthusiastic concerning in- 
struction in journalism at Corneil, and in u talk 
with a TIMES correspondent said: 

“ Yes, itis true that we are going to seo what 
oan be done toward teaching the rudiments of 
hewspaper work. President Adams has long 
been anxious that Cornell should offer some- 
thing efficient and valuable for students whe 
wish to become journalists. Lastterm, knowing 
that I had looked the ground over, he asked me 
to devise gome working plan. Accordingly I 
spent the vaeation in New-York and submitted 
certain plans to a number of the brightest of the 
men who make the great New-York nowspapers. 
With no exception they pronounced them feasi- 
ble and practical. The scheme briefly is this. 
After a series of lectures on various conditions 
of newspaper work on eity and country journal- 
ism,the reporter’s life qualifications forsuccessin 
journalism, and kindred topics, taking care to 
disabuse the student’s mind of wrong notions 
concerning the profession. The class will be or- 
ganized like the city staff of a great daily, with 
the Professor as managing editor. The men 
will be set to work reporting in very much the 
saine way that reporters are set to work at the 
various events occurring about the city and uni- 
versity. They will be sent to write up court 
proceedings, amusements, conventions, acol- 
dents, fires, (when poseible,) descriptions of 
campus scenes, shops and laboratories, person- 
al descriptions of distinguished men, and, in- 
deed, everything that suggests and presents it- 
self. Their reports will be criticised in elass, 
will be edited by the Professor in the presence 
of the class, and putin shape for the printer. 

**One thing we will work hard to do,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘and that isto teach the student to 
write his reports in plain, clear, concise English. 
We shall also try to teach him to know news 
when he sees it, and how to see it, not to write 
rumors for néws, and to always write both sides 
ofa story. Representative newspapers will be 
on file in the classroom and will be carefully 
studied, and different treatments of a single 
piece of news will be compared. Later 
in the year some time will be given 
to news paragraphing and brief editorial 
writing. In short, we hope to teach the 
ABC's of journalism, and to give the student 
@ practical insight into the different depart- 
ments of the profession. Wedo not expect to 
turn out men fitted te take charge of great 
newspapers, or small omnes for that matter, 
without other experience; but we do think we 
Gan help them to decide whether they had best 
become newspaper men; and we think that 
after a year of the work we have in mind the 
average student wil! be able to go into the busi- 
ness considerably in advance of the man who 
hasn’t done the work. 

‘Of course,” said the Professor in conclusion, 
‘“‘we recognize our limitations and the draw- 
packs to a complete development of the system. 
But we believe that practical work can be done. 
We hope this will show itself in the college 
press, which very likely will be able to profit by 
our work, and can use much of the matter pre- 
pared by the class. I have barely outlined the 
course to you. The details will be the result of 
much study. We shall go siow, for we are 
pioneers in thia undertaking, but we need not 
be surprised if our modest attempt is the be- 
ginning of a school of journalism that shall com- 
mand the respect and support of the bright men 
who make the newspapers of the country.”

A RUINED OITY. 


SOME CURIOUS DISCOVERIES , MADE BY 
RAILROAD ENGINEERS. 

Ex. Paso, Texas, May 24.—The surveys 
at present being made for the Kansas City, El 
Paso and Mexican Railroad, which will be 
built in a diagonal direction through New- 
Mexico from northeast . to southwest, 
promisé to bring to the light of modern 
exploration some regions of remarkable interest 
which have heretofore been closed to the scien- 
tist on account of theirinaccessibility. Between 
the thirty-third and thirty-fourth parallels of 
latitude and at their intersection with the 
one hundred and sixth degree of longi- 
tude the surveying parties have passed 
along thé lava flow which by the local 
population is e¢alled the Molpais, which is 


probably the most unique of its kind in Amer- 
lea. It consists of a sea of molten black glass, 
agitated at the moment of cooling in ragged 
waves of fantastic shapes. These lava waves 
or ridges are from 10 to 12 feet high with ¢omb- 
ing crests, and the whole formation presents 
the appearance of having been made at a com- 
paratively modern period. 

This lava fiow is about ferty mileslong from 
northeast to southwest, and from oné to ten miles 
wide. For miles on all sides the country is the 
most desolate that can be imagined. It has 
been literally burned up. It consists of fine 
white ashes to any depth which, so far, has 
been dug down. To the north of the 
lava flow, and lying in a country equatiy deso- 
late and arid, the surveyors have come upon the 
ruins of Gran Guivera, known already to the 
early Spanish explorers, but which have been 
visited by white men less often even 
than the mysterious ruins of Paienque 
in Central America. Only a few peo- 
ple at Socorro and White Oaks have 
been at Gran Guivera, because it is at present 
forty miles from water. The surveyors found the 
ruins to be of gigantic stone buildings made in 
the most substantial manner and of grand pro- 
portions. One of tham was four acrés in ex- 
tent. All indications around the ruins point to 
— existence here at one time of a dense popn- 
ation. ‘ 

No legend of any kind exists as to how this 
great city was destroyed or when it was aban- 
doned. One of the engineers attached to the 
Surveying expedition advances the theory that 
Gran Guivera was in existence and abundantly 
supplied with water at the time the terrific voi- 
canic eruption took place. 
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THH MAYOR APPREHENSIVE. 


HE DOES NOT WANT THE POLICE USED AS 
VOTE GETTERS. 


Mayor Hewitt yesterday sent two letters 
to Gov. Hill asking him to disapprove of the bills 
new before him permitting surface railroad 
companies to sand their tracks and repealing 
the prohibition against the Police and Fire 
Commissioners running for an elective ofiice. 
Of the iatter bill the Mayor says: — 


“So far as my knowledge extends, thore is no 
eountry in the world in which the police is not di- 
vorced as far as gry from political control. Un- 
fortunately, in this city, the attempt to secure this 
result, by making the board non-partisan, has pro- 
duced exactly the Ng Seer effect. The Commission- 
ers are now eqttally divided between the two great 
political parties. They are, therefore, in a position 
to paralyze each other’s action of else they are 
foreed to come to an agreement to divide thé pat- 
ronrige of the depattment. As 4 mitter of fact this 
division was made more or less equally until the 
enactmenvof the civil service law, which te some ex- 
tent tends to limit the power of the Commissioners. 

‘You will readily perceive that the influence of a 
Police Commissioner over the force is controlling, 
and if he is a candidate for office his associates, in a 
spirit of comity, will be disposed to permit him to 
use his position for all it is worth. In fact, the 
President of thé Board of Police, at the conference, 
remarked that ho was not @ candidate for Mayor, 
but that two of his associates were supposed to be 
candidates, and that he was not going to be un- 
gracious enough to vote against thie bill for that 
reason. ni 

Besides, the whole election machinery of this city 
is under the control of the Police Department. * * * 
This power, coupled with the natural desire of the 
police force to influence votes in favor of a superior 
officer, might very easily determine the result of an 
election. If the bill had provided for the resigna- 
tion of the Police Conimissioner on aceépting a 
nomination it would have been unobjectionabic; 
but it seems to me that it is absolutely inconsistent 
with the theory of our Government to permit any 
man who is in @ position to control the election ma- 
chinery to be a candidate for any elective office, and 
I am quite sure that if youapprove the bill the com- 
plaints that have been rife as to the interference of 
the police authorities with the elections will be 
intensified and the results will be exceedingly dan- 
serous to the peace and welfare of the community.”

The Senate committee made a fair begin- 
ning with the Custom House.inquiry yes- 
terday, its time being devoted to the Sur- 
vyeyor’s office. If some of the testimony 
given sha!l be corroborated, there has been 
a distinct violation of the rules in giving 
weight to political considerations in the 
selection of appointees from the eligible 
list, and this point should be thoroughly 
examined, because it is a vital one.

That money was raised in this manner with 
a clear understanding on the part of those 
who paid what the payment was for is 
pretty wellshown. The sharein the petty 
business taken by officers in the service is 
the matter to be determined. This matter is 
regulated, not by the rules, but by law, with 
definite and severe penalties.

The City Reform Club has been engaged 
for two years past in a very useful work, 
which, if continued, will yield valuable 
results in the future. It has prepared and 
published a record of the New-York mem- 
bers of the Legislature for the past two 
years which is calculated to promote the 
slection of better men. Last Fall it investi- 
gated and exposed the election frauds of 
the Eighth Assembly District, and though 
its effort to set the machinery of the law in 
operation against the offenders has thus far 
been unavailing, the work will not be lost, 
especially if it is vigorously followed up. 
It has co-operated in the promotion of high 
license, ballot reform, and other measures 
for the eradication of existing evils and 
abuses. It watches legislation and admin- 
istration affecting the city and collects ma- 
terial which will be of great value in the 
work of reforming the prevalent methods.

The tendency in Congress to branch off 
into-stump speeches scems to be irresistible, 
no matter what question may be under 
consideration. Yesterday Senator STEWART 
called up his constitutional amendment 
requiring only a-majority vote to overcome 
a veto and launched into a tirade against 
the Presidentand the Administration in all 
manner of irrelevant direction. The only 
purpose of his proposition seems to be to 
afford a basis for partisan speeches. 
In the House appropriation bills were 
under consideration, and that for the 
mail service gave occasion for dragging in 
the complaints of discharged clerks and 
' disgruntled partisans about the mail serv- 
ice mm certain sections, which were used 
as the basis of tirades upon civil service 
reform. Partisan gabble on the admission 
of Dakota was brought into a debate on 
the Legislative, Judicial, and Executive 
Appropriation bill, and so it goes, day after 
day, a wearisome lot of political speechify- 
ing instead of a dispatch of public business. 

CRIP EEE IRDA POLLS LL LEGGED CTE, 

The. Senate Committee on Commerce has 
made many changes inthe River and Harbor 
bill. The House, at the last moment, raised 
the appropriation for Buttermilk Channel 
in New-York Harbor to $100,000, but the

Senate Committee has taken off $5,000, 
presumably in order that some creek may 
get a small slice. On the other hand, the 
committee has raised the appropriation for 
Gowanus Bay Channel, which is really a 
continuation of Buttermilk Channel, from 
$20,000 to $60,000. This is a good amend- 


.ment so far as it goes, but at least twice as 


much should be spent on Gowanus Bay 


Channel. What folly it is to appropriate 


$250,000 for ‘Sabine Pass and Blue Buck 
Bar,” where there is no commerce, and 
sums that are needed 
for the channels New-York Harbor, 
which a large part of the for- 
eign commerce of the United States 
must use! The proper time for creating 
harbors in regions where there are very few 
inhabitants, and in waters where there is 
no shipping will not come until after the 
channels of the most important American 
harbors nowused shall have received the 
attention which the interests of commerce 
demand. 


It is doubtful what our Government can 
wisely do in accordance with the resolution 
which Mr. BELMONT is reported to intend 
introducing in the House touching the case 
of JoHN CurTIN KENT. KENT, who was 
convicted of complicity in a dynamite 
plot, is a naturalized citizen of the United 
States. According to the American Consul- 
Generalin London, theconviction was ‘* con- 
trary tothe charge of the Judge who presided 
at the trial, and is believed to have been 
obtained on insufficient and improperly 
considered evidence.” Of course, the 
former fact might be used to obtain a par- 
don for KENT, if the Judge himself believes 
that KENT was improperly convicted, while 
the other allegation might be made a 
ground of appeal. But it appears that the 
citizenship of KENT was not made known 
at the time of the trial, when he should 
have invoked the good offices of his Gov- 
ernment. Itis quite possible that he sup- 
pressed the fact of his citizenship in the be- 
lief that it would injure his chances with 
the jury. If he has been regularly and duly 
convicted, we should be in the wrong if we 
undertook to raise an international! ques- 
tion after his conviction which he did not 
see fit to raise at his trial. 


The attack on the British garrison at 
Gratong by alarge force of Thibetans in- 
dicates that'the latter are seriously bent on 
hostilities. For along time armed parties 
have crossed into Nepanl and created dis- 
turbances there, and several skirmishes 
have occurred. The Bengal Government 
has been obliged to send troops to the front- 
ier, and now it looks as if open war was 
to goon. Thibet has been one of the most 
vigorously exclusive of even Asiatic coun- 
tries. A few years ago the famous traveler, 
PREJEVALSKY, was prevented from reach- 
ing its capital, Lassa, but a few months 
hence, it appears, he is going to make 
another effort to get there, with an escort 
of two officers and a féw men, he himself 
being in the Russian military service. The 
real opposition to opening Thibet to travel 
and trade is: thought to come from Pekin, 
since Thibet is an integral part of the Chi- 
nese Empire, and China watches with sus- 
picion all efforts to gain access through this 
**back door’ of her provinces, whose trade 
and resources she wishes to completely con- 
trol. Whether the present turbulence in 
Nepaul is encouraged either at Pekin or 
Lassa does not appear, but it is clear 
enough thatthe recent amicable overtures 
of the Viceroy of India have thus far proved 
of little avail. Yet out of the hostilities 
may come important results toward the 
opening of Thibet. 


THE SENATE AND THE TREATY. 

There is no monopoly of discredit for 
either party as to its conduct on the ques- 
tion of open discussion for the fisheries 
treaty. For-some time after the treaty was 
laid before the Senate the Republicans were 
strongly opposed to considering it in open 
session. The majority of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, including Mr. SHERMAN, its 
Chairman, and:Mr. Evarts, voted not only 
against open.debate, but)against a prop- 
osition to have a correct and full 
report of the proceedings and debate 
for the use of Senators and for publication 


if the Senate should at any time decide to § 


publish it. The Democrats, on the other 
hand, though not avewedly in favor of 
open sessions, were understood te be willing 
to have them so long as the Republicans 
were unwilling. Butnow the Republicans 
have made up their minds, with one ex- 
ception, to open the doors, and the Dem- 
ocrats oppose it. It iseven reported from 
Washington that the Democrats have been 
considering a plan of abstaining from vot- 
ing and leaving the Senate without a 
quorum if the matter is brought up to-day. 

The change on the part of the Republic- 
ans is said to be due to the belief that they 
can make capital by attacking the foreign 
policy of the Administration, and the mo- 
tive of the Democrats is presumably based 
on the fear that this will prove to beso. 
The feeling on the one side is not honor- 
able, and that on the otheris neither cour- 
ageous nor sensible. It is quite possible, 
of course, for Republicans who may chorse 
to do so to arouse a certain amount of 
passion and prejudice by misrepresentation 
of the bearing and conduct of the Ad- 
ministration toward England. When 
men of fair education and who 
ought to know something about the facts 
attack Mr. LOWELL as the writers of the 
New-York Tribune do for being ‘‘ English,” 
because he is not a blind worshipper of Mr. 
BLAINE, we suppose they must think there 
is a public sentiment that will respond to 
that kind of appeal. And there is no doubt 
that in discussing or pretending” to discuss 
the fisheries treaty the Senatorial orators 
on the Republican side, from RiIppLEBERG- 
ER up or down, will devote a good many 
epithets and adjectives and a large amount 
of innuendo and falsehood to show that the 
President and the Secretary of State have 
him on their: knees to Great Britain, beg- 
ging her to accept all the rights and privi- 
leges of Americans that they can dispose 
of. But the way to dispose of such attacks 
isnot to dodge them, it is to meet them. 
They will be made in any case, and shut- 
ting the deors of the Senate upon them 
will not preventthem. If will only canse 


them to be made elsewhere, where they 
cannot so well be repelled. If the debate 
is made secret every oratoron the stump 
and every Republican organ will repeat 
the assertions and misrepresentations that 
might be made in the Senate, and will 
declare that the Democrats did not dare to 
face them. To that accusation, if the 
Democrats carry out their absurd plan, 
we can see no sufficient answer. 

The Administration has nothing to fear 
from an open discussion. If it had, we 
should be all the more strenuous for such a 
discussion, for it is infinitely more im- 
portant that the rights and interests of the 
country should be preserved than that any 
Administration or any party should escape 
blame. But asa matter of fact, though the 
treaty is not at all likely to be,accepted by 
the Senate, it is highly creditable to the 
‘Government,that negotiated it and will be 
seen to be so by the sensible portion of the 
public. The classes in the country who 
will be excited in opposition to the 
Administration by a full explanation 
of the facts in the matter are very 
unimportant compared to those who will 
see that the convention isafair and very 
successful attempt to come toa settlement 
of avexatious quarrel. Itcan be shown 
that this treaty contains concessions by 
Great Britain as to the headlands contro- 
versy that have never before been even 
considered. It can be shown that every 
demand ever made by any class of Ameri- 
can interests can be secured under the 
treaty on terms that are reasonable 
and that in the long run would be 
extremely advantageous for the whole 
country. Bat more than all, it can be 
shown that if we do not accept this treaty, 
or the temporary arrangement offered in 
order te give us full time to consider the 
treaty, our Government has absolutely no 
course left to it but to enforce the ‘‘ non- 
intercourse” bill passed by Congress, and 
the consequences of that can be demon- 
strated to-be injurions to the point of out- 
rage for interests infinitely more extensive 
than any involved directly or indirectly in 
the treaty itself. We believe that nothing 
can be gained in any way by clinging to 
the foolish policy of secrecy in this matter, 
and that the country has aright, whatever 
the result, to an open debate. 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The prominence given in the contest 
going on in the Board of Education as to 
the selection of a Superintendent of Schools 
to the charges now under investigation we 
regard as unfortunate. Not that it is 
nota grave enough matter that a Super- 
intendent should have been indifferent or 
worse to any probable immorality in a 
school teacher, but that the reasons for 
thinking Mr. JASPER unsuited for his place 
are numerous and important quite apart 
from this matter, and the discussion of them 
need not give rise to any such passion and 
prejudice as have been aroused overthis. The 
plain fact, which we thinkis hardly contest- 
ed seriously by Mr. JASPER’s friends, is that 
during the nine years that he has been in 
the Superintendent’s office the public school 
system of New-York has not advanced, if, in- 
deed, it has not somewhat gone back, and 
the equally plain fact is that nine years 
ago the system was very far from perfect. 
The radical defect of the system as com- 
pared with that in successful operation in 
other cities, and still more as compared with 
what it ought to bein a city so rich and so 
generous as New-York, is its rigidity. By 
that we do not mean merely its inability to 
progress, but something worse, because in 
these days a great school system that does 
not go ahead goes behind. The New-York 
system is mechanical, artificial, and 
weighed down with routine. To a very 
considerable extent this is the fault of the 
Superintendent. Itis not wholly his fault 
by any means, and the best man in the coun- 
try might hold the place for a decade with- 
out bringing the system to perfection or 
without uprooting some-of its worst-evils. 

Butthis much is certainly true, that there 
can be no great gain unless the Superin- 
tendent is able and anxious to secure it, and 
Mr. JASPER is apparently neither the one 
nor the other. In the complicated and cum- 
brous distribution of powers between the 
Board of Education, the Trustees, ‘and the 
Superintendents office, itis plain that the 
initiative for reform must come from the 
Superintendent. It cannot come from any 
other one person. It is utterly hopeless to 
expect it from any one member of the 
board, and even a majority of the board, 
earnestly intent on reform, would have to 
depend on their executive officer. He alone 
has the chance, and it is his duty, to be 
thoroughly informed.as tothe provisions of 
the system, the way in which they work, 
the conditions necessary to success, the 
character and capacity of the Principals 
and the methods of instruction. With the 
opportunity and obligation for this general 
knowledge there goes necessarily a corre- 
sponding opportunity and obligation for 
shaping the system, for defining the princi- 
ples on whick it shall be administered, for 
modifying its details, and for selecting the 
instruments and agents needed in its work- 
ing. No one else and no group of others 
can have half the chance to help or to hurt 
the schools that the Superintendent has. 
Now, itis not to be denied that with the 
great advantages and the heavy responsi- 
bility connected with his office Mr. JASPER 
has done no more than an ambitious drill 
Sergeant might be expected to do-as a com- 
mander. _Heis as incapable of progress as 
the drill Sergeant would be who should 
keep an army ‘“‘marking time” in hope to 
accomplish a rapid march. 

The best proof, and the conclusive proof, 
of this, is that in nine years—a period of 
great and fertile changesin public educa- 
tion in many cities—the schools of New- 
York have practically stood still, and so 
long ag the present system is maintained 
they must continue to stand still. This 
would be more tolerable than it is if the 
system were not so bad. Itis not merely 
defective, it is mischievous. It not only 
does not educate the pupils, it prevents 
them from being educated. They not only 
do not learn, but they are rendered less capa- 
ble of learning. They merely are not turned 
out without the training and knowledge 
they ought te have secured, but with a 
pernicions illusion that they have it which 


‘ter. 


deficiencies of their school experience. This 
is due to the fact that the whole aim of the 
system is to pass examinations. These are 
almost incessant, and the direct preparation 
for them is uninterrupted. The schelar is 
judged by the examinations, the teacher 
by the percentage of scholars who pass 
the examinations, the Principal by the suc- 
cess of the teachers in examinations. The 
result is that every incentive is applied te 
make the pupils learn “ answers” to the ex- 
amination questions, with little reference 
te what they understand of thesubject mat- 
Of course one serious and probably 
controlling cause of this is the extension of 
the public school course through the so- 
ealled ‘‘ higher” studies, and the graduation 
of everything—standing, compensation, &c. 
—with reference to the ‘* higher’ branches. 
No complete reform can be had until this is 
changed. But inthe meantime it is not im- 
possible to secure real improvement by the 
selection of a Superintendent who does not 
regard the present system as perfect, and 
who will attach more value to thorough ac- 
quirement in each grade than to the capac- 
ity to escape by parrot answers to examina- 
tion questions into the next grade. Itis by 
this step that improvement must begin, 
and if, as the adage is, it is the first step 
that costs it is also, in this case, the first 
step that will pay. 


ALDERMEN AND ELECTRIC CARS. 

There is no use in mincing matters with 
reference to the action of the Board of 
Aldermen in refusing its consent to the use 
of electric motors on the cars of the Fourth- 
Avenue Railroad. There is but one possi- 
ble explanation of the conduct of the 
majority of the board. The proposed sys- 
tem of electric traction has passed beyond 
the stago of experiment ‘and is an assured 
success. It hasnotonly been in successful 
operation on the streets of Brussels for 
more than a year, butit has been thorough- 
ly tested on the Fourth-Avenue Road. It is 
free from all the objections to the use of 
steam, producing no smoke, dirt, or 
noise. It is not open to the objections 
raised to the cable system, as it involves no 
digging up of the streets, each car is inde- 
pendent, and there can be no general stop- 
page by a break-down of machinery. It has 
been demonstrated by experiment that the 
disabling of one car can produce no serious 
interruption, asit can be easily propelled 
on its way by the next. To satisfy the 
committee of the Aldermen on that point 
one electric car was attached to three 
horse cars and carried them along 
readily around one of the sharpest curves 
on the road. It was also removed from the 
track to the paving stones and made to re- 
mount the rails, which it did without diffi- 
culty or delay. It is preferable to the 
horse car, as it can be run at a higher 
speed if desired, and can be stopped from 
the highest speed in half its length, and it 
occasions no dirt upon the streets. It has 
been proved to be entirely safe, as well as 
comfortable and convenient. There is no 
possibility of contact with electric currents 
on the part of driver, conductor, or passen- 
ger. 

It was in February that the company, 
having become satisfied of the feasibility 
of operating the electric cars upon the road, 
applied to the Aldermen for consent to their 
use. An advertised hearing was given, and 
nobody appeared to make objections to them, 
whileseveral citizens appeared in their favor. 
The consent of a large majority of the prop- 
erty owners along the line was obtained, 
and there was no sign of opposition out- 
side the Board of Aldermen. And 
yet for three months the committee 
to which the application was referred 
made noreport. Last week an effort was 
made to induce it to take action. Some 
frivolous objection was raised, and to show 
that it had no foundation the committee 
was taken over the road on the experi- 
mental car and it was' subjected to tests 
that removed all doubt. The committee 
heid out no longer and a favorable report 
was made, which resulted in the action of 
Tuesday. Not a single valid or plausible 
roason was given for that action. 

Now what, in view of the character and 
reputation of our Board of Aldermen and 
the facts in the case, isthe explanation of 


: the delay ef the committee and of the final 


action of the board? There is only one 
possible. The company did not offer to 
bribe the Aldermen to grant this privilege 
and expose its officers to the risks of crim- 
inal prosecution. One would suppose that 
in view of the exposures of the past it 
would not be expected or desired, but in 
acase like this, where the public interest 
and public favor were all on the side 
of the privilege asked for, the Aldermen 
doubtless thought that it could be arranged 
very quietly and safely, and no questions 
would be asked. But, as in-the case of the 
East River Tunnel Company, the applicant 
showed no disposition to ‘‘come to time” or 
to enter into any secret or corrupt negotia- 
tion. 
application, and as a consequence the appli- 
cation was not granted. This supposition 
implies a shameless standard of action on 
the part of a majority of the Aldermen, but 
there is no other on which their conduct 
can be explained. As we have said before, 
this conduct shows conclusively that in the 
interest of the people of this city the power 
over public franchises given to the Board of 
Aldermen should be taken away and lodged 
with some other authority that would exer- 
cise it with intelligence and honesty. 

The New-York and Harlem Railroad 
Company claims the right under its charter 
to run cars on its Fourth-avenue line as far 
down as Fourteenth-street by electricity. 
It proposes to do so and givethereby a thor- 
ough demonstration of the practicability 
and value of the electric system which it 
has concluded to adopt. But there will 
have to be a change of cars at Fourteenth- 
street which will subject passongers going 
further to some inconvenience. This is 
likely to arouse a public sentiment adverse 
to the Aldermen which they will do well to 
heed. Thestupid and corrupt conduct of 
their predecessors has resulted in taking 
one power after another from the board 
until that of giving consent to the exercise 


of public franchises is the only important: 


one left. This was granted with doubt and 
seluctance, and one of ita Axst fruits was 


It simply rested on the merits of its

the “‘boodle cases.” Persistence in the 


course adopted by the present board will 
result in the loss of that power if not the 
total abolition of the Common Council of

THE MAYOR AND THE CORONER. 

Our energetic. Mayor has again undergone 
his frequent misfortune of being misunder- 
stood. When he was examined before the 
Coroner’s jury he gave that body to under- 
stand that he was ina towering rage with 
its members in particular as well as with 
everybody in general. This has surprised 
him very much. He told a reporter on 
Wednesday that the reporters at the inquest 
** seemed to-have got the idea that he was 
angry and provoked, and possibly the 
jurymen may have got the same impres- 
sion.” Possibly they may. One of them 
observed during theianquest on Wednesday 
that the Mayor had offered the Coroner a 
deliberate, downright insult, and that if he 
(the juror) had been :in the place of him (the 
Coroner) he would have committed him 
(the Mayor) to. Ludlow-Street Jail er to the 
Tombs. Another juror of a less irascible 
disposition explained more mildly that the 
jurors had had to submit to a great 
deal at the hands of the Mayor to 
which they ought not to have sub- 
mitted. Still another juror offered to 
share with the Coroner the expenses 
of any litigation upon which the Coroner 
might be forced bythe contumacy of the 
Mayor to embark. The Coroner himself 
explained that he was “‘more than sur- 
prised at the Mayor’s conduct,” and that if 
the jury undertook‘to extract further infor- 
mation from him touching the electric 
wires the Mayor’ might so conduct himself 
that the Coroner-would be-compelled to re- 
sort to a course of conduct that would lead 
to a long litigation. 

From all this it-will be perceived that it 
is quite ‘possible’ some of the jury may 
have got the impression that something was 
the matter with the Mayor. He may ex- 
plain that the matter was nothing but his 
manner, and that this is his “natural man- 
ner.” Buta man who meets the Mayor of 
New-York in the pursuit of a legitimate 
inquiry on behalf of the public, and 
who has never met him before, does not 
expect a series of explosions such as 
he would naturally look for from a 
patient in the violent ward of Blooming- 
dale Asylum. It is quite natural that he 


should conclude that something had hap-' 


pened to disturb the Mayoral serenity, since 
it is obvious that an official who behaved 
himself at all times as it seems that the 
Mayor behaved himself when he was sum- 
moned before the Coroner’s jury could not 
satisfactorily transact any public or private 
business. 

The Mayor must have-done himself an in- 
justice when he said that it was his ‘‘ nat- 
ural manner” that he exhibited the other day 
to the Coroner’s jury. Persons familiar with 
his varying moods make allowance for him 
which he refuses to make for himself. The 
discrimination with which his remarks 
should be received was finely and charitably 
drawn by a member of Congress, who ex- 
plained to the House after Mr. Hewitt had 
made a manifestation of what he himself 
calls his natural manner. on its floor: 
“The fact is, Mr. Speaker, that tie 
gentleman from New-York is not well.” 
In truth, to borrow an illustration from 
the business in which this last display 
of naturalness has occurred, there is no 
telling whether the Mayor is “live” or 
“dead” except by handling him, and if he 
happens to be “live” the results are very 
shocking to the incautious investigator. 
Inasmuch, however, as nobody has devised 
any ‘‘insulating nippers” with which the 
Mayor may be safely handled at any time 
itis to be hoped that he may subdue his 
natural manner asmuch as possible in his 
official intercourse. By this means he will 
avoid the protracted and expensive litiga- 
tion which the Coroner apprehends, the 
scurrilous expressions of opinion by his 
official associates of which he complains, 
and the criticisms by the press which he 
deprecates. 

The Mayorseems particularly to deprecate 
the criticisims of this journal, in the letter 
of vindication which he yesterday addressed 
to the Secretary of the commission. The 
letter cannot be accepted as an answer to the 
criticisms which the facts of the Mayor’s 
service in the Board of Electrical Control 
necessarily suggest. It is of the utmost 
importance not merely that the electric 
wires shall go under ground, but that 
they shall be buried at the earliest possible 
moment. As the inquest which has been 
the occasion of the Mayor’s explosion and 
of his letter shows, it is a matter literally 
of life and death. If the Mayor is actually 
of the opinion that he has done his utmost, 
as a member of the Board of Electrical Con- 
trol, to accomplish the purpose for which 
that body exists, he is in ‘a minority of 
one,” not only in the commission, but in 
the community.

“HOW IT WAS ORGANIZED BY DUMMIES 
IN THE GAS OFFICES. 

CHIcaGo, May 24.—The inquiry into the 
‘affairs relating to the orgaulization of the Gaa 
Trust brought out by the pill filed against its 
originators by Nicholas O, Miller, late President 
of the Town of Lake Gas Company, was con- 
tinued this morning before Master in Chan- 
cery Bass. The witness on the stand 
to-day was Sidney A. Kent, one of the orig- 
inators of the trust. Mr. Kent was by ne means 
& willing witness, but his testimony showed 
very clearly that the Gas Trust had not lost any 
money in the transaction. Tho gas companies 
transferred their property to the truat, getting 
bonds covering almost the full value of it, and, 
besides this, they shared on an equitable bagia 
in the distribution of $25,000,000 of Gas Truet 


stock that was intended to represent the profits 
of the deal. Mr. Kent testified that the 
$25,000,000 of stock was subscribed for by 
clerks in the gas offices, two of them geiting 

5,000,000, a third $999,100, and a fourth 

14,000,000. Messrs. W. L. Elkins, P. A B. 
Widener, ©. T. Yerkes, W. W. Gibbs, C. R. Cum- 
mings, A. M. Billings, H. Fitzhugh. E.C Bene- 
dict, and 8. A. Kent, who are generally regarded 
as the big men in the trust, took one ehare sach. 
He admitted that the clerks were merely the 
nominal holders of the stock. The reai fel- 
lows are those who subscribed for only 
one share each, and apparently the whole 
lot cost nothing whatever, or st least 
not more than 3 or 4 per esnt of 
its face. Inthe deal the Chicago Gaslight and 
Ceke Company was put in at $7,650,006, she 
Equitable at $2,000,000, the Consumers’ at 
$3,832,000, and the Peepie’s at $5,100,000, for 
which 5 per cent. bonds were issued. Mr, Kent 
testified that it was the original intention in 
organizing the trust that it should be unineer- 
Porated, but this plan was changed out of re 
spect for the law making stockholders individu- 
ally liable dollar for dollar of their atock. 

* The $25,000,060 Gas Trust stock representa 
the profit of the syndicate, does it not?” Mr, 
Kent was asked.

The other Assignees made a statement 
to the effect that they have not yet plaved a 
valuation upon the assets, but will submit an 
opinion later as to the best course to be pursued 
by creditors. The assets of the firm as given in 
the schedule are as follows: Bills receivable, 
$92,000; merchandise, $936,000; accounts re- 
ceivable, $671,000; real estate, $8,000; total 
assets, $1,707,000; iiabilities, $2,661,000; ex- 
cess of habilities over asseta, $954,000.

BYNUM THINKS IT WILL PASS IV

bill that a vote will be reached in a few days, 
and that the Mills bill will receive a majority of 
two, if not more; that Republicans of the Kelley 
school of high protectionists conceds this and 
are resorting to parliamentary subterfuges to 
prevent a ballot being taken.

NIA UNITED FOR WORK. 
AN ORGANIZATION FORMED WHICH WILL 
PROVE A WORTHY OPPONENT TO THE 
REPUBLICAN LEAGUE OF THE STATE. 
HARRISBURG, Penn., May 24.—One hun- 
dred and fifty delegates, representing about 80 
Democratic clubs of the State, met in the Opera 
House here to-day to form a State organization. 
A few of the prominent Democrats who took 
partin the convention of yesterday staid over 
for this gathering. A few speeches were made 
and the convention proceeded with its business 
with commendable promptness. Less than two 
hours’ time elapsed between the fall of the gavel 
in calling the delegates to order and final ad- 
journment. After the preliminary business for 


organizing was accomplished ex-Lieut.-Gov. 
Chauncey F. Black was made Chairman of the 
Committee on Rules, and after a tew moments’ 


delay he reported on behalf of the committee a, 


constitution which provides that the organiza- 
tion shall be called the Democratic Society of 
Pennsylvania, and shall consist of the Demo- 
cratic clubs of the State. The General Assem- 
biy, formed of deputies of the various clubs, 
will co-operate with the regular organization of 
the Democratic Party, ‘The officers shall be & 
President, Executive Committee of fifteen, four 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

In presenting the report Gov. Black said it 
had been prepared by himself after years of 
deliberation. He predicted that with an or- 
ganization like this, even the State of Pennsyl- 
Vania will be redeemed. His report was adopted, 
and the Committee on Permanent Organization 
reported the following officers: President— 
Chauncey F. Black of York; Vice-Presidents— 
John H. Fow, Philadeipiia; W. H. Grimm, 
Beaver Falls; John F. Brown, Lock Haven; C. 
F. Van Artsdalen, Montgomery ;: Secretary—John 
M. Worman, Philadelphia; Treasurer—J. Irvin 
Steele, Schuylkill. Executive Committee— 
Adolph A. Eicholtz, Philadelphia; Walter ©. 
Gilmore, Lycoming; A. O. Smith, Clearfield; 
Johu Huggard, Philadelphia; B. K. Jamison, 
Philadelphia; Lewis Donmanpn, Tioga; William 
Rodearmel], Dauphin; J. H. Spangler, Centre; 
A. E. Lewis, Washington, D. C.; James Carney, 
Erie; D. O. Barr, Pittsburg; A. V. Dively, 
Biair; Henry D. Green, Reading; E. R. Houston, 
Cumberiand. This report was also adopted, 
and Goy. Black was introduced as the Presi- 
dent of the societies. He said he thought this 
was the pest day’s work ever done in Harris- 
burg.

FOR PROHIBITION PURE. 
A STATE TICKET NAMED BY ITS WIS- 
CONSIN ADVOCATES. 

Manpison, Wis., May 24.—The Prohibi- 
tionists opened their convention to-day on the 
busizess of raising a campaign fund, and before 
they paused $4,700 of the $5,000 asked for was 
pledged. Announcement was made of 36 del- 
egates to the National Convention, elected by 
the several Coneresstonal District Conventions 
held to-day. At the afternoon session T. C. 
Richmond was re-elected Chairman of the State 
Central Committee, and E. G. Durant of Racine 
was nominated for Governor by acclamation. 


The Committee on Resolutions presented a ten- 
plank platform, upon which all members of the 
committee bad agreed. The document in- 
vokes the ald of Almighty God in secur- 
ing righteous Government; believes the 
liquor trailio is a great and. constant 
source of crime, poverty, and pauperism, 
the arch enemy of labor and the, great fountain 
of sociai and political corruption;: insists on 
State and natierai prohibition and the enforce- 
ment thereof through a party whose officers are 
in sympathy with tie sare; regards all forms of 
license as wu fresh acceptance of the insufferabie 
traffic, and bolds that all political parties which 
favor licanse, and all men who vote for such 
parties, make theniselves accessory to the evils 
which flow from the trattic and equally respon- 
sible in effect with the man who Carries it on. 

“ We heartily sympathize,” the platform says, 
* with every just efiort.on the part ‘of receivers 
of wages to improve their condition and make 
themselves more equal partakera in general 
prosperity, but declare that tetal abstinence for 
individuals and the prohibition of liquor trafiic 
by the States lie at the thresbold of labor re- 
form.” The platform claims that the Prohibi- 
tionists, for securing political, economic, and so- 
cial ends, rely upon the souna reason of the pub- 
lic; assents to free discussioc and the conscien- 
tious use of rights as citizena; favors a thor- 
ough, liberal, and complete public education; 
more careful oud just imposition of taxes, 
and vigilant supervision of the uses of the fran- 
chises of corporations; insists on the common 
welfare as the only criterion of sound legislation 
and wise social pelicy; 18 opposed to the 
issuing of free passes by any and all 
railroads for usein ths State, except the em- 
ployes, and favors the passage of a law making 
it aorime for any State oificer, member of the 
Legislature, or Judge of any court in the State to 
accept for use such passes; favors theenactment 
of alaw which wili render liable for damages any 
railroad corporation whose employes may suffer 
injury resulting from the negligence of ¢o-em- 
ployes; recog.iizes the valucof the work of mem- 
bers of the Woman’s Christlan Temperance 
Union, and in the work of all other temperance 
women. 

After the resolutions were read by the com- 
mittee, a minority report favoring the addition 
of a woman-suftrage plank and declaring for 
the employment of all legitimate means of secur- 
ing the enfranchisewent of woman. and thus 
placing her legally where the deciaration of our 
fathers left her logically, the Rev. Mr. Blake of 
Mineral Point offered as an amendment toe the 
platform a plank worded mere moderately, 
simply recognizing the suffrage question as one 
of importance, secondary to that of prohibition, 
however, but demanding its settlement at an 
early day. On this an earnest debate of two 
hours ensued, ending by the defeat of the 
suffrage plank bya vote of 114 yeas to168 nays. 

Other State officers were thea nominated as 
follows: Lieutenant-Governor—T. H. Dow of 
Stoughton; Seoretary of State—Nelson Ladue, 
Lafayette; Treasurer—-D. C. Prescott, Marinette, 
and minor offices. The convention was polled 
just prior to adjournment at 5:40 o’cloch, and it 
was found that 63 of the 500 delegates present 
were formerly Democrats. A branch order of 
the Blue and Gray was formed this morning by 
the delegates. C. F. Cleghern was elected Corps 
Commander and N. E. Tanner Quartermaster- 
General. Twenty-nine members joinea. This 
evening Samuel G. Dickey, Chairman of the Na- 
tional Central Committee, addressed the meet- 
ing in the Assembly Chamber. 


A LONG CONTEST FOR DELEGATES. 
EXCITING DEBATE IN THE NORTH CARO- 
LINA REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 
RALEIGH, N. C., May 24.—The Repub- 
jican Convention remained in session until 1 
o'clock this morning, when a recess was taken 
- until 10 o’clock. The convention reassembled 
this morning. C. F. McKesson of Burke County 
was nominated for Auditor, G. A. Bingham of 
Rowan for Treasurer, Thomas P. Devereux of 
Wake for Attorney-General, and James B. 
Mason of Orange for Superintendent of Public 


Instruction. D. L. Russell of New-Hanover, R. 
L. Buxton of Cumberland, and D. M. Furches of 
jredeil were neminated for Supreme Court 
Judges. The Committee on Resolutions 
reported a platform favoring the repeal of the 
internal revenue taxes, a reduetion of the sur- 
— by the passage of the Blair Educational 
lll, approved the present system ef County 
Government, favored protection of American 
industries, and opposed convict labor. The 
platform was adopted. Col. James E, Boya, 
Chairman of the convention, and Augustus 
Moore of Rutherford were nominated for 
E.ectors for the State at large. Both are pro- 
nounced Blaine men. 

The convention occupied five hours in the 
election of three delegates at large to Chicago. 
E. A. White of Perquimans, James H. Harris 
(colored) of Wake, and John Dancy (colored) of 
Rowan were elected on the first ballot. A dis- 
pute arose between the Secretaries and tellers 
concerning the election of the fourth delegate. 
It was elaimed for W. P. Cannady. Sergeant-at- 
Arms of the United States Senate, T. N. Cooper, 
and John 8, Leary, (colored.) The question 
was fiercely contested by the delegates, and 
the Chair was fer a long time unable to main- 
tain order in the house. The question was a 
very complicated one, and many delegates left 
the convention and went home after the vote 
was taken. Those remaining stubborniy re- 
fused to abide by the ballot, and the convention 
engaged in a furious debate. A ballot was 
finaliy taken at 10 o’elock and Cooper was 
elected. The convention was for Blaine, and 
the four Celegates are enthusiastic Blaine men. 


FARMERS OPPOSED TO TRUSTS.

OHIO’S COLD WATER MEN. 
LIGHT ATTENDANCE AT THE PROHIBI- 
TION CONVENTION. 


TouEpo, Ohio, May 24.—The Ohio Prohi- 
bition Convention convened this afternoon. 
About 200 accredited delegates were in attend- 
ance. More were expected on trains arriving 
to-night and to-morrow morning. Persons in- 
terested in the proceedings swelled the gather- 
ing to 400 or 500. The Rev. J. B. Helwig was 
chosen temporary Chairman. He made along 
speech in advocacy of prohibition and char- 
acterized as insufficient the local option and 
liquor tax measures which have been adopted 


in this State, attributing these measure to the, 
prohibition agitation, and predicting complete 
victory for the Prohibitionists if the fight 1s cen- 
tinued and made atill more aggressive, 

Caucus nominations were wade for Congress- 
men in each district, and delegates to the Nation- 
ul Convention, and State Central committeemen. 
The Congressional nominations for the Cincin- 
nati districts are the Rev. L. E. Brown and H, 
T. Ogden, a former labor agitator. They are not 
men of State reputation, but are the best known 
of any in the list. The convention adjourned un- 
til 10 o’cloek to-morrow morning. This evening 
& Inass meeting was held, which was addressed 
by I. K. Funk of New-York and others. There is 
quite a large delegation of ladies present who 
are woman suffragists. There is opposition to 
acceding to their wish in placing a woman suf- 
frage plank in the platform. The talk ase to: 
platform is generally in favor of a readoption of 
the platform of last year. 

The meaning of the smali attendance is be- 
lieved outside of the convertion to be that the. 
temperance legislation of the last two or three 
years, and partioularly of last Winter, has met 
the demands of a considerable proportion of 
the temperance people. The Dow law, enacted 
two years ago, imposed a tax of $100 0n wine 
and beer sellers and of $200 on dealers in alco- 
holic Hquors. It made the tax a hen on 
the premises where the liquor was 
sold, and gave villages and munici- 
pal corporations the right to suppress 
the traffic altogether upon a majority vote of 
the electors to so do. Last Winter this law was 
amended by extending the local option feature 
to townships and by raising the tax to $250 for 
all classes of liquor sellers. Then, in still fur- 
ther compliance with the demands of the tem- 
perance rs reemestay § the Sunday law was so amended 
as to take away from the Councils of villages 
and cities the right to regulate the sale of liquor 
on Sunday and to make such sale prohibitory on 
that day. This law is being enforced even in 
Cincinnati. 

The concessions thus made to the temperance 
people were very generally regarded as going 
to the utmost line of practicability, and 
among Republican leaders, whose party was 
obliged to accep. the responsibility for this 
legislation, although Democratic members of 
the legislation assisted in passing it, there 
were and stillare grave fears lest the legisla- 
tion had gone toofar. If the indications thus 
far afforded by the Prohibition Convention are 
correct, this liquer and Sunday legislation has 
checked the growth of the temperance party, 
and possibly may result in the Republicans 
gaining as many adherents from the temper- 
ance party as they have lost among the liquor 
sellers and the Germans.

A DEMOCRAT IN THE FOLD. 

LIVINGSTON, Montana, May 24.—A funny 
feature of the Livingston Republican Conven- 
tion, recently held, has just leaked out. A Dem- 
ocrat acted as a delegate, holding a seat and 
casting the votes of himself and proxies. It was 


Vincent Burch of Girards Creek. Some of the 
delegates to the Livingston Convention from 
that county who are opposed to Blaine con- 
cluded not to attend the convention, and gave 
Mr. Burch, in the absence of their alternates, 
their proxies to represent them in the conven- 
tion, with instructions to vote for T. C. Power, 
and to oppose every resolution instructing the 
Chicago delegation for Blaine. Mr. Burch car- 
ried out his instructions faithfully.

There was no opposition ticket in the fleld 
yet, we | to the extensive scratching that was 
indulged in, principally by those who do not 
feel exactly pleased with the course of adminis- 
tration during the last year. Three failed to re- 
ceive a majority of the 257 votes cast, while 
two others were elected by just a little more 
than a majority. The names of the three are 
withheld. 

A resolution was introduced, and after con- 
siderable debate was adopted, authorizing the 
President to appoint a committee to consider 
the advisability of changing the situation of the 
club’s home, with a view of obtaining, if possi- 
ble, a site further up town and nearer the future 
centre of the club population. This cemmittee 
is to examine into the desirability of any sites 
that may be offered it, and is to report its 
conclusions at a meeting held early in June. 
Among the ee members appointed upon 
it were D. O. Mills, August Belmont, L. P. Mor- 
ton, and Robert Goelet. The resolution passed 
with an amendment, however, offered by Clar- 
ence A. Seward. This amendment called upon 
the committee to investigate, also, in the event 
of its reporting the advisability of moving, the 
legal question as te the right of the majority of 
the club to decide upon any such movement in 
opposition to the minority. 

The resolutien offered in regard to increasing 
the membership to 1,200 was defeated. The 
fact that Cornelius Vanderbilt was not ap- 
pointed on the committee on a new site 1s 
thought by some to indicate that an offer, such 
as has already been described in THE TIMES, has 
been hinted at from this quarter.

A TAX WAR THREATENED. 

St. Louis, May 24.—Advices from the 
Indian Territory say: ‘‘Serieus trouble is ex- 
isting in Pickens County, Chickasaw Nation, be- 
tween the non-residents and the Chiexasaw 
officials, on account of the collecting of the 
one-dollar-per-head tax on all stock. The stock- 


men have organized and armed themselves with 
Winchester rifles, and for the past few days 
have been keeping back the Collector and his 
posse by force of arms. Collector McLish has 
appealed to Gov. Gay, at Tishomingo, for help 
to enforce the collecting of the tax and put 
down the mob. The militia has been called ont 
by the Governor, and is unable to cope with the 
mob. The United States Government will be 
called upon for help by the Indian authorities. 
Great fears are entertained of a general war- 
fare between the non-citizens and Indian 
authorities. The former are largely in the 


ascendency, and well organized for a stubborn 
resistance.”

OHIOAGOS GROWING TRADE. 


STATISTICS COLLECTED BY THE BOARD 
OF TRADE. r 


Cuicaco, May 24.—The thirteenth an- 
nual report of George F. Stone, Secretary of the 
Board of Trade of Chicago, 1s out. It comprises 
the commércial record for 1887, not only of the 
Board of Trade, but of the wholecountry as well. 
From it the following facts about the develop- 
ment of Chicago are taken: 

The population of Chicago in 1840 was 4,853; 
in 1855, 60,726; to-day it is about 800,000. 
Its total valuation (for purposes of tax- 
ation) in 1857 was $36,335,281 and 


in 1887 $161,204,525. In 1854 the re- 
celpts of fiour and grain amounted to 
15,725,135 bushels; in 1857, 21,659,109 
bushels, and in 1887, 163,437,724,.bushels. The 
total shipments of flour and grain in 1857 were 
18,000,000 bushels; in 1837, 154,658,224 bush- 
ela. The receipts of corn for 1857 were 7,409,- 
130 bushels; in 1887, 50,467,814 bushels. The 
total number of hogs, alive and dressed, re- 
ceived for the year 1856-7 was 220,702; in 
1887 were received 5,470,852 live hogs; in the 
montb of November last, 737,208; in a single 
week in 1884 the number received was 300,488. 

The receipts of lumber in 1857 were 459,639,- 
189 feet; in 1887, 1,880,168,000 feet. The total 
tonnage of vessels which arrived in the district 
of Chicago in 1857 was 1,753,413; in 1887, 
4,421,560. The total local receipts of grain 
show a net increase for the year in the receipts 
of grain and flour reduced to wheat of 11,504,- 
729 bushels. The totai receipts of grain and 
flour reduced to wheat for 1887 amounted to 
over 114,000,000 bushels more than were re- 
ceived in any other Western market. The vol- 
ume of trade in live stock for the year was 
very extensive. The receipts of cattle were 
2,328,008, against 1,963,900 in 1886. Of calves 
the receipts were 65,859, against 51,290 in 
1886. Of sheep the receipts were 1,360,862, 
against 1,008,790 in 1886, Of horses the re- 
ceipts were 46,404, against 27,599 in 1886, The 
receipts of cattle, hogs, sheep, calves, and 
horses aggregated 9,325,985, at a valuation of 

176,644,597, as against 9,770,340 received 

uring the year 1886, valued at $166,741,744. 
The shipments of cattle, hogs, sheep, calves, and 
horses amounted to 3,110,689, as against 3,107,- 
416 in 1886.

INDIANA CITIZEN3 AROUSED BY FRESH 
BRUTALITIES. 

LEAVENWORTH, Ind., May 24.—This town 
is greatly excited again over the list of brutal 
outrages perpetrated by the “ White Caps.” 
Jacob Strice, who lives at Bogard’s Fork, was 
the first victim of the despicable wretches who 
engage inthis kind of villainous work. A band 
of the Caps went to Strice’s heuse at midnight, 
broke in, and dragged the man from his bed. 
He was taken to a treet, near his house, bound 
tightly, and then subjected to a most brutal 
beating. While the Caps were doing their 
dastardly work the wife and children of Strice 


rushed from the house and begged piteously for 
mercy in behalf of the victim. The villains 
were deaf to all entreaties, They finished their 
work and then left Strice tied to the tree in an 
almostinsensible condition. He was ,released 
by his wife. Tne Caps charged him with in- 
timacy with the wife of a neighbor. Heis a 
prominent and respectable citizen. 

After leaving Strice the band proceeded to the 
house of another man named Salem McKain, 
There they repeated their outrage upon Strice. 
MoKain received 150 lashes on his back and 
limbs, and was left bound. He was aceused 
of failure to support his family. Both men 
were so terribly punished as to render their con- 
dition. very precarious, The greatest excite- 
ment prevaile here and throughout the county, 
and the eitizens, giving up hope of receiving 
protection at the hands of the authorities, will 
organize a defense association. 

There were no good reasons for the assaults 
upon McKain and Strice, and this fact has only 
added to the determination of the people here 
to seek revenge.

ATTEMPT TO BURN AN ASYLUM. 
San Francisco, May 24.—The attempts 
that were made Saturday night to burn St. Vin- 
cent’s Orphan Asylum at San Rafael, this State, 
were renewed Tuesday night and yesterday 
morning.

about 600 orphans. It seemed positive that the 
fire in each case had been started by one or 
more of the children in the building. One boy 
has confessed having aided in starting the fires, 
andseveral of the inmates are now under arrest. 
These fires have thrown the majority of the or- 
phans into the greatest fear, as during at least 
one of the incendiary attempts the building 
came near being consumed. From the partial 
confession made it would seem thatthe boys 
simply tried to burn the building down in order 
to escape.

A CHURCH'S CENTENNIAL 
PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLIES 
OKLEBRATE THR EVENT. 
THOUSANDS PARTICIPATE IN THE CER- 

EMONIES, AND FRATERNAL GREET- 


INGS EXTENDED ON ALL SIDES. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 24.—This was the 
centennial day of the Prespyterian Church, and 
the members of the two General Assemblies 
united in great mass meetings in the Academy 
of Musio and Horticultural Hall. The cere- 
monies began in both buildings at 10 o’clock 
this morning and the crowds in attendance at 
both were enormous. Inthe Academy of Music 
the Rev. J. J. Bullock, D. D., Moderater of the 
Southern General Assembly, presided, and seat- 
ed with him on the platform were the Rev. Will- 
iam H. Roberts, D. D., Stated Clerk of the North- 
ern General Assembly; the Rev. Joseph T. 
Smith, D. D., of Baltimore, ex-Moderator of 
the Northern Assembly; the Rev. James 
McCosh, D. D., ex-President of Princeton 
College; the Rev. John Hall, D. D.. of New-York; 
the Rev. Tneodore L. Cuyler, D. D., of New- 
York; the Rev. J. D. Wells, D. D., of Brooklyn; 
the Rev. Charles H. Stoddard, editor of the New- 
York Observer ; the Rev. George D. Baker, D.D., 
of Philadelphia; the Rev. R. M. Patterson, D. D., 
the Hon. William Strong, ex-Justice of the Su- 
preme Court; Warner Van Norden of New-York, 
and many other prominent members of the 
Northern body. The great audience was appar- 


ently made up in equal proportions from repre- 
sentatives of the two Assemblies, and when the 
Rev. Dr. Bullock was introduced as presiding 
officer there were thunders of applause. He 
was presented by Dr. Smith, ex-Moderator of 
the Northern Assembly. 

Dr. Bullock, as the representative of the Sonth- 
ern Assembly, ina brief but eloquent addresa. 
cordially reciprocated the fraternal sentiments 
of the brethren from the North, and said that 
whatever might be the final disposition of the 
question of organic union, there was no feeling 
of alienation, or prejudice, or want of faitn in 
the doctrines of their sister Assembly. There 
were no obstacles that he knew to fraternity 
and fellowship. 

The Rev. Dr. Cuyler of Brooklym spoke on tho 
“History ef Presbyterianism.” **The Work of 
Presbyterianism for the Future” was the sub- 
ject of an address by the Rev. Benjamin M. Pal- 
mer, D. D., of New-Orleans. 

A large audience also crowded Horticultural 
Hall, adjoining the Academy, and here, too, 
there was the commingling of the blue badges 
of the Northern Assembly and the blue and 
white of the representatives from the Southern 
branch. The same fraternal feeling was mani- 
fest among the Commissioners of both bodies. 
The Rev. Dr. Charles L. Thompson of Kansas 
City, the Moderator of the Northern Assembly, 
was inthe chair, and seated with him on the 
platform were eminent divines represent- 
ing both branches. Among them were the Rev. 
Dr. J. A. Worden, Prof. H. C. Cameron, the Rev. 
Dr. W. H. Green, Elder George Junkin, and 
others. The opening ceremonies were brief but 
fervent, ana when Moderator Thompson intro- 
duced Congressman William C. P. Breckinridge 
of Lexington College there was much enthusi- 
asm. He spoke on “Calvinism and Religious 
Liberty,” and eloquently sketched the work of 
the chureh in advancing civilization and great 
moral truth. His references to church union 
were received with extreme warmth. 

The Rev. Howard Crosby, D. D., followed with 
an address on ‘*Presbyterianism and Biblical 
Scholarship.” He defended the verbal inspira- 
tion of the Bibie. 

In the afternoon the Hon. William Strong, ex- 
Justice of the United States Supreme Court, 
was in the. chair at the Academy meeting, and 
around him were grouped some of the many 
distinguished Presbyterian divines and laymen 
of both General Assemblies. The first speaker 
was the Hon. John Randolph Tucker of Vir- 
ginia, who speke on the “ Adaptation of Pres- 
byterianism to the Masses.” Atheism, he said, 
was the negation of religion, and with this as a 
text he argued that reason and revelation to- 
gether required an acceptance of the doctrine of 
a God as a spirit infinite in power, and faith in 
God is a conservation of all religious forces. 

The Rev. 8. J. McPherson, D. D., of Chicago, 
spoke on ‘Presbyterianism and Education.” 
He began his speech: * Fathers and Brethren of 
these two—alas! two—but for this historic and 
let us hope prophetic day—one reunited General 
Assembly.” he big audience broke out into 
handclapping at this allusion to the possibility 
of organic union. Presbyterianism puts forth 
as the ideal of ita education, said Dr. McPherson, 
the question of duty as inspired by love to 
God. The speaker sketched at length the far- 
reaching educational influence of Calvinism. 
At the conclusion of Dr. McPherson’s address 
the great congregation sang ‘Jesus, Lover of 
My Soul.” Mrs. Cleveland, who had arrived 
during the speaking and ocoupied a seat in the 
Prince of Wales’s box, rose and joined in the sing- 
ing. The President’s wife was accompanied by 
Mayor Fitier. Mr. and Mrs. Wistar Morris, and 
several other friends. She remained te the 
3 of the exercises, which lasted until 6:20 
P. M. 

“Calvinism and Human Progress” was the 
subject of an address by Congressman James 8, 
Cothran of South Carolina. The last address of 
the afternoon was by ex-United States Senator 
Samuel J. R. McMillan of Minnesota, who spoke 
on ‘“ Presdyterianism and Republican Govern- 
ment,” and the exercises carpe to a close with 
the benediction by the Rev. Dr. Francis L. Pat- 
ton, President-elect of Princeton College. 

The Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson of Chicago 
opened the afternoon meeting in Horticultural 
Hall with prayer. The Hon. John L. Maryse 
of Virginia presided. The Key. Dr. John Hall 
of New-York spoke on the subject of *‘ City 
Evangelization; Its Necessity.” He favored the 
evangelization of veung cities by synodical mis- 
sions, and thought the mother church should 
give its missionaries equal rank with ita other 
servants. It would not bea bad idea to drop the 
word missionary, which has a sound of dependa- 
ence. Dr. Hall was followed briefly on thesame 
subject by his alternate, Morris K. Jesup of 
New-York. ~ 

The Rev. Samuel J. Niccolls, D. D., of St 
Louis, made a very vigorous address on preach- 
ing to the masses. The real way to reach the 
people, he said, was for the preacher to go out 
tothem. The closing address was made by the 
Hon. Bennett H. Young of Louisvilie, Ky., who 
spoke eloquently and earnestly on “ Lay Ef- 
forts Among the Masses.” 

The celebration closed with immense mis- 
sionary mass meetings in the Academy of Music 
and Horticultural Hall in the evening. Gov. 
Alfred Moore Scales of North Carolina presided 
at the Academy mesting. An addresson home 
miesions was made by the Rev. George 
P. Hays of Cincinnati and one on _ for- 
eicn missions by the Rev. Matthew Hale 
Houston, D. D., of Baltimere, Commis- 
sioner of the Southern Assembly. Gov. 
Beaver of Pennsylvania presided at the 
big Horticultural! Halil meeting. The Rev. Dr. 
Walter W. Moore of the Union Theelogical 
Semiuary at Hampder Sidney, Va., spoke for 
home missions, and the Rev. Charles §8.

EXAMINING MR. JASPER. 


THE MARKING SYSTEM CONDEMNED BY 
AN. EXPERT. 

When the Jasper investigation was re- 
sumed yesterday afternoon by the Board of 
Education Commissioner Sprague stated that he 
intended to take up the charge of incompentensy 
and general incapacity of the Public School Su- 
perintendent. Mr. Jasper was called, and said 
that he was educated atthe New-York Academy, 
now the College of the City of New-York, and 
was graduated in 1856. He was in 1872 ap- 
Pointed an Assistant Superintendent of the 
public schools, and was such until elected Su- 
perintendent, Oct. 1, 1879. 

He had studied the classics and pedagogics. He 
had read Prof. Bain’s works and Prof. Barnard's 
*« Journal of Edueation.” He was familiar with 
Pestalozz1 and with Froebel, and had read 
Hand’s book and Love’s work on manual train- 
ing; also reports of the School Superintendents 
“who met out West.” 
Prof. Wood’s book on manual education. 

Neither Mr. Jasper nor his legal adviser, Gil- 
bert Crawford, liked this technicai inquiry, but 


the committee decided to allow it. Mr. Jasper 
declined to tell what he knew about Horace 
Mann’s essay, what was the character of ‘he 
book issued by the United States Bureau of Ed- 
ucation, or the difference between the schools 
of England and those of America. He was not 
in the habit of attending the National Conven- 
tion of Teachers because the Board of Education 
gave him teo much te do. 

The Superintendent’s attention was directed 
to a clause in the manual whicn provided that 
it was the duty of the Superintendent to visit 
each school inthe city at least once a year. 
There are 127 buildings or 301 achoolsa tn all, 
and it was, be said, a physical impossibility for 
the Superintendent to comply with the law. 
He had done all he could to promote sound edu- 
cation. In order to elevate the character and 
qualification of teachers he had prepared a re- 
vised manual. He had never met the teachers 
in a body, because they number over 4.000. He 
had never felt itincumbent upon him to meet 
the teachers in a hody from time to time. 

Miss Commiasioner Agnew was a witness long 
enough to make a statement about Principal 
Delaney and his removal from the Fourteenth 
Ward school. She found when she entered the 
board that the school was demoralized and that 
Mr. Delaney was not doing his duty. She was 


obliged to press the matter in order to get the’ 


Superintendent to act. 

Mr. Jasper was recalled and said that Miss 
Agnew spoke to him twice, and he took prompt 
but cautious action, as his reports would show. 
His policy was to remove an incompetent 
teacher irrespective of the Board of Education. 
Mr. Sprague took up the subject of marking 
teachers, and tried to show that the effect was 
bad. Mr. Jasper said be hada good opinion of 
the plan and believed the method of examina- 
tion in vogue beneficial. In his opinion the 
method of instruction was excellent. 

Edward H. Boyer, Principal of Grammar 
School No. 9 for 15 years, and a teacher for 
@ quarter of acentury, was called as an expert 
on the effect of the marking system. In his 
opinion it was the bane of public education in 
this city. It made teachers dread examinations 
and made the pupil think the examination the 
sole object of study.

There may bea few 
leas sparrows (say four or five) in our diocese this 
year than there were last year, and they are quite 
as obstreperous as ever, so it cannot be their ab- 
sence that causes these beautiful native birds to re.

THE LUTHERAN CONVENTION. 


PRESIDENT KROTEL’S APPEAL FOR PEACE 
AND HARMONY, 

LANCASTER, Penn., May 24.—This is the 
opening day of the one hundred and forty-firat 
annual convention of the Lutheran Ministerium 
of Pennsylvania, at which between 300 and 400 
delegates are expected, and a majority of them 
have arrived. The Synod’s preparatory service 
to the holy communion was held this morning, 
and was conducted by the Rev. Dr. Krotel of 
New-York, President; the Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Laira of Philadelphia, Treasurer; the Rev. L. 
Linderstruth of Mauch Chunk, German Seore- 
tary, and the Rev. J. W. Early of Millersville, 


English Secretary. At 10:30 o'clock divine 
service, with synodical communion, was held in 
Trinity Church, and the sermon was preached 
by the Rev. Dr. Krotel on “‘ Cnristian Unity.” 

The first business session of the Ministerium, 
whtch includes Eastern Pennsylvania and parts 
of New-Jersey, Delaware, and New-York, was 
opened this afternoon with services conducted 
by the President. The Rev. A. Richter of Roch- 
ester, N, Y., delegate from the New-York Mintis- 
teriuin, presented his credentials. President 
Krotel read his annual report, giving a record 
of the events of the past year. His concluding 
remarks were an earnest appeal for peace and 
harmony, and were caused by the spirit that has 
in the past few years been manifested by some 
of the German ministers. 

The report of the Treasurer, the Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Laird of Philadelphia, showed receipts from all 
seurces of $67,63055; expenditures, $43,- 
45218. Tellers were appointed to conduct an 
election for officers, and the Kev. Dr. G. F. 
Krotel of New-York was mgr een § Te- 
elected President; the Rev. Dr. Samuel Laird 
of Philadelphia, Treasurer, and the Rev. L. 
Lindenstruth of Mauch Chunk German Secre-

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A FAST MAIL 10 BOSTON. 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR A NEW SERVICE 
NEARLY COMPLETED. 

Boston, May 24.—T. E. Nash, General 
Superintendent of the Railway Mail Service, 
was in Boston to-day and arranged for an im- 
provement in the mail service between New- 
York and Boston via Springfield. Under the 
new schedule, which is to go into effect as soon 
as tables can be prepared, the night trains leave 
the Boston and Albany Station and the Grand 
Central Station at 11 P. M., and are due at their 
respective termini at or before 6 A.M. This 


shortens the time a full hour, so that letters 
will be delivered at their destination in either 
city by the first delivery. This later departure 
from New-York insures the transfer aud dis- 
patch of all mails which arrive at Jersey City 
on late railway Post Offices, from both the South 
and West, and in addition to their reaching Bos- 
ton in time for the first carrier delivery the fol- 
lowing morning, the eartier arrival insures the 
transfer and forwarding of these mails via out- 
going railway Post Offices from Boston both 
north and exst, 

General Superintendent Nash, with the as- 
sistance of Gen. Corse and Superintendent 
Dame, has devoted himself to perfecting the ar- 
rangements. Their continued efforts in this 
direetion have induced President Clark of the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company, and President Bliss of the Boston and 
Albany, to make liberal concessions in arrang- 
ing a schedule for trains between Boston and 
New-York, so that the long-looked-for fast mail 
will be established at an early date. In this 
connection it is authoritatively stated that the 
railroads show a disposition to accommodate 
the public, and have arranged the car service so 
that the work can be well performed, one car 
leaving Boston on the 9 P. M. train and another 
on the 11 P.M. train. They will unite at Spring- 
tield and go through to New-York on the same 
train.

The methods by whichthe Custom, House 
of this city is conducted under the oivil service 
law became the subject of inquiry by.'a eub- 
committee of the United States Senate, ‘ which , 
cemmenced its labors in the Post Office Build-, 
ing yesterday. For nearly seven hours the com- 
mittee sat, and during that time listened toa 
great mase of testimony which, being analyzed, 
does not show a very happy state of affairs in the 
Custom House, The witnesses were both Demo- 
crats and Republicanr, and their evidence went 
to show that men of both parties who were em- 
ployes of the Government had been discharged 
for merely frivolous reasons or no reasons atall, 
one Democrat stating that he had been removed 
by Surveyor Beattie because he ‘did not remove 
Republicans fast enough.” Considerable testi- 
mony was also adduced showing that it was 
owing to the action of Deputy Collector Davis 
and other Custom House officers in regard te 
the new public building at Binghamton that the 
present split in the Democratic Party in that 
section existed, one witness going so far as to 
state that it was solely due to this cause that 
the Republican State ticket was elected in 
Broome County last Fall. Then there was also 
some interesting evidence as to campaign 


funds raised at the Custom Honse, which 
Inspectors had either to contribute or 
quit The full Senatorial committee 
which has been appointed to investigate the 
operation of the civil service law consists of 
Senator Hale of Maine, (Chairman,) and Sena- 
tors Chace of Rhode Isiand, Manderson of Ne- 
braska, Spooner of Wisconsin, Blackburn of 
Kentucky, Blodgett of New-Jersey, and 
Daniel of Virginia. The sub-committee 
ebnsista of Senators Hale, Spooner, and 
Blackburn, but yesterday only the two 
last mentioned were present, Senator Hale 
being ill at the Fiffh-Avenue Hotel with an at- 
tack of rheumatism. The two Senators were 
accompanied by Sergeant-at-arms John J. 
Christie; others present, including John B. 
Pine, counsel to the Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation; William Potts, Secretary of the as- 
sociation; Judge Donus of Binghamton, and E. 
L. Godkin. Senator Spooner occupied the chair, 
and was very vigorously coached up in his 
questions by Mr. Pine. 

Jokn O. Conway of Brooklyn was the first 
witness called. He testified that, having passed 
a competent examination, he was appointed an 
assistant weigher in 1886, ‘ Deputy Collector 
Mason,” he said, ‘advised me to procure letters 
of recommendation. I obtained letters from Dr. 
Ford, which Mr. Murtha indorsed. I was told 
that Murtha controlled the Brooklyn patronage. 
I finally saw Surveyor Beattie. In the course 
of the conversation he told me 1 Hed, 
but he was interrupted by the entrance 
otf Col. John R. Fellows. I secured an ap- 
pointment, and served from October until the 
following January when I was dismissed, al- 
though no reason was ever given. Superintend- 
ent Fallon asked me with an oath what business 
it was of mine whatI was dismissed for. I made 
acomplaint againstaman named Ryan, who 
claimed to be a friend of Beattie’s, and that may 
be the reason I was discharged. I have seen an 
assistant weigher named Bowers repeatedly 
drunk, both on and offduty. Ido not remem- 
ber having seenaman named Ramsay, but I 
have heard that he secured his appolfittment 
through ‘cooked-up’ examination papers. It 
vas said that Ramsay obtained a list of exam- 
iners’ questions in advance,” . 

In reply to Senator Blackburn he said: “ My 
first vote was cast for McClellan, and Lhave 
always been a Demoerat. I did not report hav- 
ing seen Bowers drunk.” ; 

Kenneth K. Blauvelt said: ““Iama Republio- 
an and was appointed an Inspector of Custons 
in April, 1881. Iwas removed on June 30, 1887, 
to make room for female inspectors. There 
were no charges against me that I know of, and 
10 others were removed at the time I was. I 
belong to a Republican club in Harlem. I 
heard one new man in the Custom House say to 
another that he did not have to pay $100 fora 
substitute to go before the examining board, as 
the others did. I have no personal knowledge 
of such substitution, but [I believe some of the 
men appointed, judging from their writing and 
spelling, were incapable of passing the examina- 
tion. I haveseen inspectors under the influence 
of liquor in business hours.” 

Senator Spooner—Did you ever hear of what 
is called ‘*‘ the widow McGuinness's pig raffle” 
in October, 1885. [Laughter. 

Witness—Yes, I was invited by Superintendent 
John M. Wyatt to go and help the raifie along. I 
understood the money was to be applied to 
Gov. Hill’s campaign fund. The “ rafile”’ took 
place at Parkinson’s, in Whitehall-street, and, 
I heard, realized as much as $2,500. It was 
understood by the inspectors that unless they 
subscribed they would fare badly. 

In answer to Senator Blackburn—I had been 
complained of once or twice about the discharge 
of my duties. [I don’t feel very kindly to the 
Custom House management which dismissed 
me. Icould not name any incompetent man in 
the Custom House. 

Senator Spooner—Did I understand you to say 
that, from the way the new inspectors transact- 
ed their duties, 1t would show that they did not 
pass aa eivil service examination ? 

Witness—That was the current opinion. 

Senator Spooner—So that the system of pass- 
ing their substitutes had been somewhat in 
vyoruet 

Witness—It was believed so. 

James Davis of Brooklyn, a brother of Judge 
Noah Davis, then took the stand and testitied 
that he was past 67 years of age and was a Re- 
publican. “ I was,” he said, ‘‘ appointed to the 
civil service in 1863, and on July 1, 1887, I was 
removed. I don’t know the cause of my re- 
moval, since no charges were made against 
me. At that time I was deing three 
mnen’s work, and was told that orders had 
come from Washington for my removal. I was 
told it was useless to make any inquiries as I 
should only get abuse. Since the Democrats had 
come into power 15 or 20 roundsmen had been 
appointed. They are spies and go around to see 
what the inspectors are doing. 1t was cleurly in- 
timated that the roundsmen were looking for Re- 
pubiicans in order to find some grounds on 
which to base charges. Many of the new in- 
speetors are political gin-mill fellows, whom no 
business man would employ. I have seen them 
very drunk on duty. The inspectors also get 
drunk, and I have been asked to do work for's 
fellow-inspector because he was too ‘full’ to be 
trusted. Asto the‘ pig rafile,’ I was asked to 
subscribe and paid 50 cents. I thought it would 
buy ‘swillfor the pig.’ It was generally un- 
derstood that the money was for political pur- 
poses.” 

In answer to Senator Blackburn—The of- 
ficers appointed since 1885 are an incompetent, 
ignorant, idle, and inefficient lot of men. I 
never remember such men being in office before. 
I never reported inspectors as being drunk. It 
Was notmy duty. The 50 cents which I con- 
tributed was not the first money for political 
purposes 1 had given since 1863. buperin- 
tendent Whalen was appointed sometime be- 
fore the present Administration. Just before the 
last election Whalen said he was going to vote 
for Blaine, but I believe he is now a Democrat. 
{Langhter.] Mr. Shangle was also a Repub- 
— but changed immediately after the elee- 
tion. 

Senator Blackburn—Was it not the practice 
prior to 1385, but since the passage of the 
bivil service jaw, for employes and officers in 
the Custom House to make contributions for 
political purposes with each reourring cam- 
paizn? 

Senator Spooner—I think that question does 
not come under the scope of this investigation. 

Senator Blackburn—What are your feelings 
about the present Administration? 

Witness—Nothing except disgust. 

Charles F. Bowers of Newark, N. J., a Repub- 
lican, Was then examined. “I was,” he said, 
“appointed an inspector in May, 1879, and was 
removed in June, 1887. No charges were pre- 
ferred against me, but Iwas told that my dis- 
missal grew out of the permission given to two 
Chinamen to land from the steamer Normandie. 
Icontributed $20 to the pig rafile, giving the 
money to Joseph Murray, who was acting as 
agent. Murray was shortly afterward appointed 
an inspector. I heard also that Wyatt was ap- 
pointed a Deputy Surveyor for his services in 
regard to this rafile. The money went to the 
Democratic State Committee. I have seen the 
cr nr drunk in Hoboken and playing cards 
end drinking.” 

Joseph Overfield,a Democrat, was then placed 
on the stand. He said: “I was appointed to an 
ofiice In the Custom House in 1883, and held it 
till January, 1885. I was appointed an Inspect- 
or of Customs in April, 1885, and on Aug. 1 
Was appointed Superintendent in charge of the 
Barge Office. In October, 1886, I was removed 
without any charges being made. My opinion 
is that I did not suit Mr. Beattie’s purposes and 
Was consequently removed: in fact, [ heard that 
Beattie se said to the actimg Seeretary of the 
Treasury, Mr. Fairchild.” 

Senator Spooner—Do you know that Mr. Beat- 
tie said the only fault he had to find with you 
Was that you did net make enough removals ? 


Laughter. } 


Witness—I have no knowledge of having, 


heard him say that, but I was told that he did 
say it. Aseizure of smuggled goods had been 
made by myself, and I was congratulated by 
Mr. Beattie for my success. A day or two after- 
ward Mr. Beattie called me to his office, at- 
tacked me, and threatened me with dismissal. 
The question was as to a difference of opinion 
as to the way I had carried out orders from the 
Surveyor as to smuggled goods entered by Johu 
B. Peek. Secretary Manning made the oraer in 
this case. [heard of the widow McGuinness’s 
pig, and was told that some of the boys were 
raising funds for campaign purposes. It 
was said that it was given to the Democratio 
State Committee. In October, 1885, with Mr. 
Wyatt, I went to the Hoffman House and was 
there introduced by Col. Corning to Gov. Hill. 
Mr. Wyatt told him they had $1.000 for cam- 
paign purposes, and I asked Goy. Hill when the 
money would do the most good. Goy. Hill said 
it should be given to the Democratic State Cem- 
mittee. Idon’t know that any money was sent 
to Elmira. 

In answer to Senator Blackburn—I don’t 
think Gov. Hill knew how the money was raised. 
As far asl can judge, the manannelated to 


Custom House under the Democratic Adminis- 
tration are first-class men. I never knew of a 
removal for political purposes, and at the time 
Tlettin June, 1886, a large majority of the in- 
a were Republicans, 

In answer to Senator Spooner—I knew of 


‘t“two Republicans being discharged on mero 


“frivolous pretextea—removed the same way aa [ 
was. Ineverknew of an pvecenss in the 
‘reivil service being obtained by the influence of 
~Lieut.-Gov. Jones, Senator Murtha, Maurice J. 
Power, Joseph J. O’Donohue, or “ Boss” Mo- 
Laughiin. MoLaughlin and Murtha interfered 
with Beattie on my behalf, and it isto them that 
I understood Beattie said *The only fault I have 
to find with Mr. Overfield is that he does not 
remove Republicans fast enough.’ Having 
‘served as a member of the Civil Service Exam- 
ining Board, I cannot conceive it possible that a 
candidate for appointment could be represent- 
‘ed by a substitute or could secure a list of the 
questions in advance, 

Fraveis W. Downs, the Recorderof Bingham- 
ton, was then called asa witness. Mr. Downs 
said that criminal proceedings were pending 
before him on which he would have to zive a de- 
cision, and as they were against a United States 
official charged with fraud he preferred not to 
testify in this investigation, since it might em- 
barrass him and expose him to criticism, Mr. 
Downs, however, was sworn and said: “I have 
always been a Democrat. Some of the Govern- 
ment officials in or from Broome County have 
taken an active partin politics. Thomas Lee 
and Thomae Larkins were among them; Charles 
F. Terhune, Herbert Davidson, and Wiliam 
Sullivan, Custom House employes, were others. 
Deputy Collector Davis, when at home, took 

art in the Democratic conventions, as did also 

harles A. King and James C. Trueman. At the 
last Democratic Convention, in September, they 
tried to control the convention in an offensive 
way. They were offensive because I wanted a 
different set of delegates. [Laughter.] I have 
seen the Federal office holders trying to contrel 
the caucuses. Although their official duties 
were in New-York they were as active politi- 
cians at home as they were before they received 
their appointments.” 

Alexander W. Wales, also of Binghamton, and 
a Democrat, next testified. He said: ‘In March 
last a bill was passed for a public building at 
Binghamton, and $150,000 was appropriated for 
that purpose. Deputy Collector Davis came 
from New-York and obtained options on three 
orfour sites. He was evidently doing this for 
his own profit, trusting to his influence at 
Washington to carry him through. A site in 
which Davis and a man named Bennett were in- 
terested and put in bids was accepted. This 
site, which was never thougnt of by 
uny one, was on Wall-street, near the bank 
of the river. away from the centre 
of trade and on land which a large portion of the 
year was submerged under from one to seven 
feet of water. Major Anthony, at Washington, 
accepted the land for $25,000. Its value was 
not more than $7,000. There was a how! of in- 
dignation in Binghamton, and the price was 
tinally reduced to $15,000. This created a row 
and a split in the Democratic Party at 
Binghamton. Davis and his men = ran 
the caucuses and State Convention, and 
when I raised a protest ge, threatened to 
throw me out of the window. epresentations 
have been made to President Cleveland respect- 
ing Davis, and he is now before the United 
States courts on a charge of having violated the 
Revised Statutes of the United States in, as 
& public ofticial, taking options on lund to sell to 
the Gevernment. It seems to me that a series 
of crimes was committed in that Wall-street 
matter and a gross attempt at fraud cominitted. 
Davis used all his influence among the Custom 
House employes to stifle opposition, and we 
have not had a fair convention or caucus since 
they have been in control.” 

In answer to Senator Blackburn—I was brought 
upa Republican until 1871, when I did not 
hke Grant’s Administration and became a Dem- 
ocrat. I voted the Republican ticket with many 
other Democrats last Fall because we did not 
propese to have Davis and his men running af- 
fairs, and wanted to give him arebuke. The 
consequence was the Republicans carried 
Broome County by 2,500 majority. 

Thomas W. Vincent, a Democrat, and also a 
resident of Binghamton, said that he had at- 
teuded political conventions, and in particular 
that of Sept. 24. The Federal officers were 
very active in the proceedings, and their action 
was very offensive to the Democrats. In answer 
to Senator Blackburn the witness said that he 
had not voted the Democratic ticket for the last 
five years. He also admitted that he had 
solicited office under the Republican Mayor. 

Senator Blackburn—Don’t you think the peo- 
ple have overestimated Mr. Davis’s influence in 
Washington in regard to the public building? 

Witness—I hope so. [Laughter. 

Barnard Fagan, another resident of Bing- 
hamton, gave testimony as tothe way Davis 
and other Federal officers had taken part in 
politics., He was a member of the Alliance 
committee, (the Democratic bolters,) but left 
it and asked Mr. Davis to get him a position in 
the Custom House. He sould not do it. 

Senator Spooner—What did you do then? 

Witness—Went back to the Alliance eom- 
mittee. {Laughter. } 

Francis E. Clark, a Democrat, testified that he 
Was an inspector in the Custom House from 
1882 until March, this year, when he was re- 
moved. ‘I had,” he continued, ‘‘a conversa- 
tion with Beattie prior to mydismissalL I knew 
of a campaign fund at the Barge Otfice, but don’t 
know if the men had to pay a fixed charge. I 
was not removed for political purposes, As to 
the character of the new men appointed under 
the present Administration, I think they are 
good, capable men.” 

Charles A. Bloomfield—I am a black Repnb- 
lican. [Laughter.] I was in the Custom House, 
and was removed in June, 1887. I was re- 
quested to contribute for political purposes, and 
in October, 1885, on pay day, was taken to the 
Barge Office and was told inspectors had to 
pay $20. I paid my $20, and then went to my 

artner, Inspector William Jackson, and got 

$50 from him for the same purpose. After Mr. 
Beattie had been shot a tribunal was formed, 
consisting of Beattie, Wyatt, Whalen, and Capt. 
Johnson, to try Republicans. I never knew a 
Republican acquitted. As to the capability of 
men from the timethe civil service law went 
‘into effect until Collector Robertson went out 
there was a steady improvement in the men ap- 
pointed, but since the present Administration 
there has been a distinct retrogade movement. 

Senator Blackburn—What were you discharged 
fort 

Witness—For insubordination. I think the 
spirit of the civil service has been violated by 
this Administration. 

Senator Blackburn—Did you think it was 
proper for you, describing yourself as a black 
Republican, to stay in the Custom House for 
two years under a Democratic Administration ? 

“Under the spirit of the civil service law, I 
answer yes.”’ 

“But you contributed $20 to the Democratic 
campaign fund?” 

“Yes; but I considered it blackmail, and I 
only paid it because I had to provide bread and 
butter for my family.” 

os ig it did not save your neck ?”’ 

“oa.” 

Col, Frank Page, an old soldier, who had been 
in the Custom House for 17 years, testified to 
his removal on March 6 of this year because of 
sickness. He was only taken ill on March 1. 
Last Fall he was forced to pay $15 to the Demo- 
eratic State campaign fund, being told that he 
had either to pay or quit. 

At this point the committee adjourned the in- 
vestigation until 10 o’clock this morning. 
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TO EDUCATE MR. COLEMAN. 

The Ladies’ Health and Protective Associ- 
tion of the city of New-York held its annual 
public meeting last evening at Chickering Hall. 
Ex-Judge Charles P. Daly, whe presided, re- 
viewed the good work which the ladies of the 
association had performed in the interests of 
the health of the city. The price of cleanliness, 
he said, was eternal vigilance. 

The annual report of the association was read 
by Miss Julia Thomas, who stated that it had 


been proposed to send Street-Cleaning Commlis- 
sioner Coleman abroad to study the systems of 
cleaning streets pursued inthe capitals of Eu- 
rope. It would cost but $1,000 to keep him at 
this study for three months. After his return, if 
he failed toimprove the system of street-clean- 
ing here, he should be requested te resign. 

The Hon. Stewart L. oodford said that the 
high and the low were bound together in a 
common interest in the work which the ladies 
had undertaken. There was no reasonfor worry- 
ing because the politicians were not at the 
meeting. They would fight the association until 
compellea to follow it, then they would 
unquestionably declare that they were the 
original projectors of the work which the ladies 
had performed. William Woodhall, member of 
the British Parliament, complimented the ladies 
on their good work, and told of similar efforts 
which were being made in the city of London. 
Among the other speakers were T. B, Wakeman, 
Dr. E. Guernsey, and Dr. Peters.

AND ABOUT THE CITY 


BHITER THAN WAS EXPECTED. 
THE STATE OF AFFAIRS AT THE BURNED 
TELEPHONE EXOHANGE. 

Good citizens who arose yesterday morn- 
ing in blissful ignorance of the fire which had 
wrecked the “‘Thirty-ninth-street” exchange of 
the Metropolitan Telephone Company the pre- 
vious night, were unduly exasperated when re- 
peated ringings failed to arouse their central 
office. Complaints by the score poured in at 
the company’s general offices, and hundreds of 
irate subscribers doubtless vowed that they 


would have the neglectful operator discharged. 
To appease these misguided people and check 
the fiood of complaints, General Manager Eck- 
ert sent out broadcast a circular explaining the 
situation, and promising a speedy restoration 
of the service. 

About 75 linemen and other workmen were 
set at work the first thing yesterday morning to 
repair the damage resulting from the fire. On 
l1nspecting the burned-out exchange, when some 
of the litter: had been cleared away, General 
Manager Eckert found things in much better 
shape than he had dared to hope on Wednesday 
night. The fire patrol’s prompt work in cuover- 
ing the switchboard en the fourth floor with 
rubber blankets bad protected the apparatus so 
thatit had received scarcely any injury. The 
switchboard on the upper floor was less dam- 
aged than was at first supposed, and one by one 
the hundreds of connections will De putin shape. 
Before the week is out, many of the wires will 
be in working order. Some of the trunk wires, 
connecting the down-town and Harlem ex- 
changes, were interfered with by the fire, and 
they will first be restored. 

Mr. Eckert declined to express an opinion as 
to whether a suit for damages would lie against 
the electric light company whose wire caused 
the fire. He said that matter might very pos- 
sibly be discussed at the next meeting of the 
Board of Directors. The officers of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters and the New-York 
Board of Fire Underwriters likewise declined te 
advance any opinion as to the liability of the 
electric light company involved. They admit- 
ted, however, that the electric light wire prob- 
lem was becoming a matter for serious consid- 
eration, and called attention to the rules on the 
subject of electric light wires recently adopted 
by the underwriters. 

President James Yereance of the Alliance In- 
surance Association, whose company is one of 
the losers on the fire, said that the loss baa been 
referred to the usual committee for adjustment, 
and the telephone people had been authorized 
to go ahead immediately with their repairs. 
Linemen were hunting up the spot where the 
contact between the electric light and telephone 
wires occurred, and were endeavoring to find 
which electric light company’s wire caused the 
fire. Mr. Yereance admitted that he had consid- 
ered the question of suing the electric light 
company, but said it would first have to be de- 
termined whether the blame for the accident 
rested on the electric or telephone company. 
When these facts were aseertained, the matter 
would be submitted to the committee of adjust- 
ment, and they would decide whether or no to 
sue. If the contact occurred on Sixth-avenue, 
where a subway was in operation, of course the 
electric light company would stand in a still 
worse light, as the law required that their wires 
should be in the nce s The actual loss to 
the insurance companies on the fire will be 
comparatively small. 


A FRUIT DEALER BOYCOITED. 
HIS PROTEST AGAINST UNFAIR SAMPLES 
VEXES THE IMPORTERS. 


For a long time past the fruit importers 
and the fruit dealers have been at loggerheads 
over the manner in which fruit is sold in the 
auction rooms. The trade must buy from sam- 
ples and take its chances on the bulk of the pur- 
chase. At a meeting held yesterday the fruit 
buyers formed un organization for th®ir better 
protection and elected D. Wegman President, 
R. A. Tucker Treasurer, and E. 8. Morris Secre- 
tary. The new association had a very lively 


matter to discuss at its first meeting. Leroy 
Lyon of the firm of Lyon Brothers, fruit dealera 
on Barclay-street, went down to the dock where 
a large cargo of fruit was being unloaded early 
yesterday morning, and there, tre said, he found 
an importer selecting a box to be used as a sam- 
ple in the auction rooms. He saw him order one 
box closed up and put aside because there were 
rotten oranges in it. Then a box containing bet- 
ter fruit was selected for a sample one. He was 
very indignant and denounced the importer, 
and for a time there was much excitement on 
the dock. 

In retaliation the importers went to the ship- 
ping office of Phelps Brothers & Co., where 
many of them have their paper discounted, and 
left word that they would neither actept Lyon 
Brothers’ paper nor sel! him goods. Phelps & 
Co. notified Brown & Seccomb), the trade auc- 
tioneers, that no credit would be granted Lyon 
Brothers by the importers, and the firm was 
under a buy cott. 

The fruit dealers’ association decided to put 
up the money to fight the case in the courts and 
make a test case of it, and an effort will be made 
to prosecute the following, who are charged 
with being among the boycotters: I. Merca- 
donte, 8. Saitta & Co., G. Dominici & Co., Las- 
cala & Modica, Pannizzo & Culretta. J. D. Nord- 
linger, P. Scrortino, F. Manio, D. Cuccio, E. & 
A. Graziano, Provenzano & Genova, and D. 
Bonnano. 
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A RERO’S SWORD GOES BEGGING. 
There was deposited at the United States 
Assay Office yesterday a gold sword and sheath 
bearing the following inscription: “ Presented by 
the State of Virginia to Charles Waugh Morgan 
in honor of his intrepidity and valor as a Lieu- 


tenant of the United States frigate Constitution 
at the capture of the British frigate Guerriére 
and Fava, 19th August, 1812. 29th December, 
1815.” The scabbard is handsomely decorated 
with engraved floral designs. At the top are the 
words, ‘‘ Honor to the brave,” and upon tbe tip 
the coat of arms of Virginia, with the motto, 
“sic Semper Tyrannis.” There is a picture in 
—_ of the Constitution and one of the Guer- 
riére. 

Upon the death of Lieut. Morgan this sword 
Was bequeathed to his family, aud finally came 
into possession of its present owner—a near rel- 
ative of the Lieutenant. Heis an artist living 
in London. In February last he sent the sword 
and scabbard to Gen. Horatio ©. King with a 
request that he dispose of it, as he wasin need 
of money. 

**T have tried my best,” said Mr. King yester- 
day, “ to secure for the owner of the sword a 
price commensurate with its real value as a his- 
torical relic. Ihave offered it to nearly every 
prominent historical society in the country, but 
not one had any money to spend in that way. 
Secretary Whitney, to whom I also offered it for 
the Naval Department, also pleaded poverty, 
saying no appropriation was available for the 
purchase of such relics. Even the State of Vir- 
ginia didn’t wantit. Idon’t like to sell it for 
old gold, but I’ve got to do so, as the owner 
needs money.”

SECOND DAY OF THH FLY COASTERS’: 


TOURNAMENT. 

The fly casters, on the second day of the 
Rod and Reel Association tournament at Har- 
lem Mere, yesterday, had a little taste of fisher- 
men’s weather, and it was a pleasant sight to 
those safe under the tent to see the contestants 
standing in the fast-falling rain and casting fly- 
less hooks over the lake. Those who were 
beaten sighed as they put up their rods and 
hurried away for dry clothing, but there were 80 
many prizes that each man came in for some- 


thing. Prettiest of all was the light rod contest, 
single handed. There were six entries. The 
rods used were 10 feet long and weighed 5 
ounces each. It was a record-breaker, R. C. 
Leonard casting 95 feet and beating his own 
record of 88 by 7 feet. His casting was graceful 
and his management of the line marvelous. W. 
H. Hawes was second with 87 feet to his 
record, T. B. Mills third, SO feet; R. B. Law- 
rence fourth, 7612 feet; J. L. Breese fifth, 7412 
feet, and James Rue, 69feet. A gold medal was 
the first prize. 

The amateur single-handed casting with rods 
not over 111, feetin length was ended with the 
following records: Prof. J. P. Silvernatl, dis- 
tance cast, 80 feet; accuracy, 40; total, 120; 
J. L. Breese, 80 feet; accuracy, 31; total, 111; 
J. Rice, Jr., distance, 75; accuracy, 35; total, 
110; F. 8. Pinkney, distance, 74; accuracy, 32; 
total, 106; Frederick Mather, distance, 66; ac- 
curacy, 29; total, 95; C. H. Mowry, distance, 68; 
accuracy, 25; total, 93; F.. L. Cornell, distance, 
65; accuracy, 26; total, 91. 

Ten contestants got wetto the skin in trying 
to win the gold medal offered for best casting for 
black bass witha fly. J. L. Breese cast 79 feet; 
Cc. G. Levison, 76 feet; E. Eggert and R. B. 
Lawrence, 75 feet. In oasting off the tie Mr. 
Lawrence won. 

The minnow casting for black bass was con- 
tested on the Polo Grounds for convenience of 
measurement. Eight experts were entered, 
Each man was allowed five casts and accurac 
was counted, 40 points being tuken as maxi- 
mum. The rods used weighed between seven 
and one-half and nine and one-quarter ounces. 
A. F. Dressel averaged 137 3-5 feet; accuracy, 
33; total, 170 3-5, and Sidney Fry cast 140 4-5 
feet; accuracy, 20; total, 160 4-5. W. D. Shackel- 
ford made a total of 149 feet 5 inches 
and R. C Leonard 14745 feet. A 
special  gvey for a rubber and German 
silver reel for distance only was won by Sidne 
Fry, who cast 177 feet. This beatthe record, 
and indeed Messrs. Dressel, Fry, and Shack- 
elford went away beyond the previous 
record, which was 127 feet. 

In the heavy bass casting, A. F. Dressel won 
with 181 5-12 feet to hiscredit. Sidney Fry 
was next, with 168 10-12 feet; W. T. Shackelford 
third, 119 3-5 feet; David Harris, 96 5-12 feet, 
and E. Eggert, 749 feet. 

The tournament, in spite of the bad weather, 
Was most successful in regard to the excellent 
work accomplished. When the weather was 
good there was a fair attendance. The wind 
during both days was »afliling, anda part of yes- 
terday was very strong. 


TWO WOMEN KILLED. 


FATAL FIRE IN A SPRING-STREET RAG 
WAREHOUSE, 

Three women were injured during a fire 
which broke out at 10:30 yesterday morning in 
the rag warehouse of Hugh MoGinness, at 59 
Spring-street, and two of them died last evening 
at St. Vincent’s Hospital. 

At the time the fire broke out 17 women were 
at workin the building. On the fourth floor, 


where the fire originated among some old rags, 
several women were sorting the rags, and on 
the floor above 10 women were similarly en- 
gaged. When the alarm was given the women 
on the fourth floor dropped their work and es- 
caped down the stairway. Of the 10 women on 
the floor above all escaped but Bridget O’Mara 
of Leonard and Elm streets, Catharine Sullivan 
of98 Park-street, and Mary McCarthy of 5 
Spring-street, who found their exit by the stair- 
way cut off by the sutfocating smoke. 

Mrs. Sullivan and Mrs. McCarthy ran toa 
window in the rear of the building which ever- 
looks the roof of a tenement house, 41 Marion- 
street, 12 feet below. Mrs. McCarthy sprang 
through the window to the root and sprained her 
right arm and wrist. She was carried from the 
roof by the firemen. Mrs. Sullivan, whoge cloth- 
ing was on fire as she stood at the window, was 
overcome by the smoke and fell back into the 
building. Fireman Edwin Ford of Engine Com- 
pany Ne. 55 and Patrolman John Condon of the 
Tenth Precinct, who were on the roof of 41 
Marion-street, made their way through the win- 
dow into the burning building and brought her 
out. Her clothing was all on fire,and she was 
horribly burned. 

Mrs. O’Mara attempted te make her escape by 
sliding down the hoisting rope, but when she 
reached the third floor she fell to the ground 
floor, breaking both legs and receiving internal 
injuries. She and Mra. Sullivan were taken to 
St. Vincent’s Hospital, where they both died. 
Mary McCarthy, after having her injuries 
dressed, was able to go home, 

It did not take the firemen long to extinguish 
the fire. The damage to the stock is estimated 
at $5,000, and the building can be repaired for 
$1,000. The fire is believed to have been caused 
by spontaneous combustion umong some oily 
rags.

BROOKLYN POLICE PARADE, 
After drilling for several months the 
Brooklyn police foree enjoyed its annual parade 
yesterday, and gave the taxpayers a chance to 
see what a fine body of men they are support- 
ing. The rain, although dampening the spirits of 


the men, haa no effect upon their outward bear- 
ing, and they marched through the slush and 
mud for over an hour, with little streams of 
water trickling down theirnecksas though they 
enjoyed it. There were only 650 men in line. 
It was 2 o’clock when venerable Chief Campbell 
gave the signal to march, and the procession left 
the fountain at the head of Bedford-avenue. 
3ehind the Chief was Conterno’s Band and the 
mounted squad under command of Sergt. John- 
son. Then came Inspector McLaughlin leading 
the First Battalion, composed of 10 precincts, 
the men warching 14 illes front. I[nspeetor 
Reilly had charge of the Second Battalion, con- 
sisting of 9 precincts and marching to the 
music of the Ninth Regiment Drum Corps. six 
patrol wagons brought up the rear. The pro- 
cession moved through Bedford and Lafayette 
avenues, Schermerhkorn, Clinton, apd Keimsen 
streets to the City Hall, where the men passed 
in review before Mayor Chapin, the Board of 
Aldermen, Police Commissioner Bell, and Cor- 
poration Counsel Jenks.

A OLBVBR SWINDLEBR. _ 
& CONVENT USED AS A CLOAK FOR HIS 
CRIME. 

A tall, fine-looking man, about 35 years 
old, with a clean-shaven face and dressed like a 
Catholic priest, stopped in James H. Hart’s 
jewelry store, at Fulton and Johnson streets, 
Brooklyn, about 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
and asked to see a diamond cross worth $200, 
Mr. Hart produced one valued at $215, and the 
stranger seemed very much pleased with it. He 
asked that the cross be sent to the 
Convent of the Sisters of Charity attached 


to 8t. Paul’s Orphan Asylum, at Clin- 
ton -and Congress streets. He then left 
the store, while the cross was given to D. J. 
Southwick, one of the oldest clerks In Mr. Hart’s 
employ. He went down to the convent, but be- 
fore he could ring the bell the door was opened 
by the priest, who a short time before had left 
the store. He invited Mr. Southwick into the 

arlor, told him to make himself at home, while, 
fthere were no objection, he (the priest) would 
take the cross up stairs tothe Mother Superior, 
who was to buy it. Ifit suited, he would bring 
back the money. Mr. Southwick said ‘“ Cer- 
tainly,” handed over the cross, and the priest 
went up stairs. 

He had not gone far when Mr. Southwick 
heard him come down again. But he did not 
re-enter the parlor. After waiting for a few 
minutes Mr. Southwick went out into the hall, 
but the priest was not there. The front door 
was open, however, and Mr. Southwick saw in- 
stantly that he had been swindled. He went 
out doors, but the priest was nowhere to be 
seen. Mr. Southwick then roused the Sisters in 
the convent and learned that the alleged priest 
wasafraud. No one in the convent had ever 
seen him before. He rang the beil about 
2:15 o’clock and said he wanted to en- 
gago a good domestic for one of _ his 
parishioners. He was shown into the 

arler and left alone, while the Sister went to 
ook over a list of girls which the Mother Supe- 
rior kept. The bogus priest must have been on 
the lookout for Mr. Hart’s clerk, for it was only 
a few minutes after 2:15 o'clock when Mr. 
Southwick mounted the front steps and found 
the door opened by his customer. The whole 
affair did not occupy more than five minutes, 
for the girl who left the supposed priest to go to 
the Mother Superior was back in the parlor in 
about that time. 

The police were notified as soon as possible, 
but from the nature of the case they have littie 
hope of catching the thief. Tne description of 
him obtainable, namely, his -height, probable 
age, and the fact that he had light hair and a 
clean-shaven face, are very meagre. Of course, 
he will not try to dispose of the cross in its 
present state. Two detectives were working on 
the case last night. 


MR. KERK HAD NOT SKIPPED. 


THE JURY LOOKED TIRED AND THE SPEC- 
TATORS WENT TO SLEEP. 

The Kerr trial is likely to be an affair of 
days,not weeks. One of Mr. Kerr’s counsel said 
yesterday that unless the character of the pros- 
ecution’s evidence underwent a marked change 
the defendant would probably not putin any 
testimony; that in any case the defense would 
not occupy more than a couple of days. The 
prosecution expects to close its case this week. 

The trial already drags on in the most weari- 
some way. Pages of minutes of the Board of 
Aldermen and of records of the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue and Broadway Surface Rail- 
roads were read to the jury yesterday, and it 
was evident that the jury was bored.

Mr. Kerr, without thinking he was 
amenable, had slipped into the corridor to speak 
with a friend. When he returned the record 
was made perfest once more. Mr. Kerr’s friends 
seem confident that he will be acquitted.
